Elects Pastor to Oust Frater-

WOMEN WORK aT Poris 


+ 

Evanston yesterday voted to oust frater- 
nities and to introduce business courses in 
the high school. The Rev. William T. Me- 
Elveen, pastor of the Evanston Congrega- 
tional church, was elected to the school 
board. The two ideas composed his platform. 
He received a plurality of 724 votes. 

Although there were two vacancies on the 
board, the minister was the only candidate of 
the progtessives. Frank W. Gerould de- 
teated Henry C. Bennett, both regular can- 
Aida tes, for the other place by twenty-six 
votes. 

The election of the Rev. Mr. McElveen is 
the second defeat the Republican machine at 
Evanston incurred during the week. The 
progressives gave Col. Roosevelt a handsome 
plurality on Tuesday. 

The school board election was the bitterest 
Evanston has had. A year ago the voters 
rejected the anti-machine candidate. The 
people were aroused yesterday. The total 
vote was only fifty-eight less than that cast 
on the previous Tuesday. Probably half of 
the voting was done by women. It is their 
only Opportunity to vote and they took ad- 
vantage of it. More of them worked at the 


polls than men. 


Women Support Minister. 

A few women carried voters to the polls in 
their runabouts. Others stood all afternoop 
around the polling places and pressed their 
tickets on all men and women who came 
near. They argued cernestly for their can- 
aidate to those who would stop. A great 
many women workers were for the preacher. 
The woman membership of his church is 
about 600. 

Among those who came to vote were moth- 
ers wheeling baby carriages. They left these 
outside in the care of a precinct worker while 
they cast their ballots. Old women were driv- 
en to the polls in carriages and automoDiles. 
In many instances husband and wife came 
together. The women got a great deal of en- 
joyment out of their privilege. Most of them 
wore broad self-conscious smiles after they 
had exercised their right of franchise. 


„ Children were pitted against their parents 


in the eléction. High school students are for 
the continuation of the fraternities. Those 
who could get automobiles went out and s0- 
Ueited votes for the machine candidates. 
Pretty girls stopped the men at the polls and 
emilingly pleaded for votes. Some of the 
students went 80 far as to vote. A mother 
telephoned the progressive candidaté in the 
afternoon. 


Says Many Minors Voted. 

“My son and daushter both have voted 
today,” she bald. What will become of 
them? They are not of age. They told me 
that all of their sorority and fraternity 
friends were voting today.” | 

About 100 overenthusiastic supporters of 
the Rev. Mr. MeBlveen voted twice for him. 
and their ballots were not counted. On his 
ticket there was a blank space wide enough 
to permit the writing of the name of another 
candidate. Some of his followers thought 


‘they could plump two votes for his, as is 


permissible in voting for state representa- 
tives. | 


The progressive member of the school board 
asserted at night he hoped the majority would 
yield to the demands of the people. 

“ Twenty-four hundred persons have said 
they went vocational studies taught in the 
high school,” he said. They also have shown 
a hostile attitude to the high school frater- 
nities. I am in the hopeless minority on the 


board, but I do not believe it can ignore the 


voice of the people. | 
Says Colleges Dictate Studies.

HELD AS A BORGIA; 
HUSBAND MISSING 


Alfred Kearsley Brings $6,000 
to Evanston, Weds Mrs. Ju- 
lia O. Martin, Vanishes. 


Evanston residents are wondering what has 
become of the husband of Mrs. Julia O. Mar- 
tin. She is being held at McAlester, Okla., on 
suspicion of Killing her mother with poison. 

Alfred Kearsley, whom Mrs. Martin mar- 
ried in February a short time after his return 
from South Africa with $6,000, vanished a 
few days after the ceremony. Mrs. Kearlsey 
éxplained that her husband had gone to Au- 
rora to work, but she immediately resamed 
her former name, Martin, and a few days 
after his disappearance left for Oklahoma. 
She left no address or other clew, as far as 
could be learned last night, which would 
indicate where Kearsley could be found, 

Mrs. Martin, according to people in Evans- 
ton who know her, has resided there about 
two years. When she first came there she 
worked as a seamstress. Later she Was 
housekeeper at the Phi Kappa Psi and the 
Wranglers’ Fraternity houses, 1914 Sher- 
man avenue. f 

She left the Wranglers two years ago and 
secured employment in the dressmaking de- 
partment at the W. 8. Lofd store. She re- 
signed there about three months ago. 


Known as Quiet, Peculiar Woman. 

Among the employés of the store she was 
known as an eccentric and peculiar woman. 

While she was employed in the depart- 
ment store and living at the residence of 
Miss Katherine McGowan, 1731 Orrington 
avenue, she met Kearsley. About six years 
ago he was employed at the store as a 
watchman. He left Evanston and went to 
South Africa. While there he is said to 
have served in the British army. 

He came back about four months ago 
and told Mr. Lord he had married a Boer 
woman, but that she had died. He said 
he had saved up about $6,000. 

He met Mrs. Martin and spent a great 
deal of time in her company. Three months 
ago they were married. They resided at 
Mrs. McGowan’s home. Although neither 
worked, they seemed to have plenty of 
money. Then he suddenly disappeared. 

Miss McGowan said the couple appeared 
congenial and did not use liquor. She said 
both of them left her house without previous 
notice. Miss McGowan did not believe Mrs. 
Martin poisoned her mother, as she often dis- 
played much affection for her parent. 


Accused in Oklahoma. 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Martin was sum- 
moned to Oklahoma by the iliness of her 
mother, Mrs. Sophonia Moore. Her mother 
died on Monday. The information on which 
Mrs. Martin was arrested was sworn to by 
ner half brother, Jas. Moore. He said his sus- 
picions were aroused by the hurried prepara- 
tion of his sister to move the furniture left 
by their mother and by her preparations to 
leave for Illinois immediately. He said her 
extremely nervous condition seemed to be 
caused by something weighing on her mind. 

Mrs. Martin denies the accusation. She as- 
serts it is a plot on the part of her brother to 
get the property. No action will be taken 
dy the Oklahoma Officials until the state 
chemist makes à report on the contents of 
the dead woman’s stomach. 

When asked for the names of her friends in 
Evanstson Mrs. Martin referred the police to 
George B. Winters, 807 Davis avenue; Mr. 
Lord, and Dr. William G. Alexander, ward 
orderly of Evanston hospital. 

Mr. Winters, proprietor of @ grocery, met 
the woman when she was stewardess et the 
fraternity houses, A week ago he got a 
letter from Oklahoma.

LEASE ENDS THIS MONTH. 


$5,000,000 Involved in Hold- 
ings Which Realty Men 
Think Now Will Be 
Improved. 


Suit for the partition of $5,000,000 ot Chi- 
cago real estate, property of the late Fred- 
erick R. Otis, was filed yesterday in the Cir- 
cult court. The largest single piece of prop- 
erty is that et the northwest corner of State 
street and Jackson boulevard, on which 
stands the Hub Clothing company, of which 
Henry C. Lytton is president. 

An interesting feature of the situation is 
that Mr. Lytton's lease to this property and 
also a portion of the adjoining property run- 
ning through to Quincy street expires at the 
end of the month. It has not been renewed, 
owing to disagreement between the Otis fam- 
ily representatives and Mr. Lytton as to 
terme of the proposed ninety-nine year lease. 

The sudden announcement of pending par- 
tion of one of the largest realty estates 
of Chicago brought a conference between 
the clothier and hig associates. He said in 
the evening he expected to reach an agree- 
ment with the heirs or the court as to proper 
leasing terms for a ninety-nine year lease or 
else secure an extension of one year for his 
present lease. 

The terms sought by the Otis estate are 
understood to be $150,000 a year.

"So far as the Hub site is concerned, both 
Mr. Lytton and the owners—indeed, Fred- 
erick R. Otis himself in his lifetime—had 
agreed op the advisability of improvement, 
and it long has been understood that some 
sort of & long term lease would result. When 
it-came to the payment of $150,000 a year Mr. 
Lytton's enthusiasm waned. | 

Across the street the Hub president has 
secured a valuable site and has started work 
on a large building. This will not be com- 
pleted for about twelve months, and re- 
moval there at the expiration of the present 
lease is out of the question. Shonld the par- 
ties fail to agree on the ninety-nine year 
rental after a year of conferences he will be 
able to cross State street. He expects, how- 
ever, they can get together and allow him to 
continue at his old place of business. 

The principal property has 123 feet front- 
age on State street and 100 feet frontage 
on the boulevard. The lot in the rear of 
the property runs through to Quincy street 
on the north, where there is twenty-five 
feet frontage. Leases of other tenants 
of the Quincy street property also expire 
at the end of the month, 


Here Are Other Holdings. 

Other holdings include the lot fronting 
north on Jackson boulevard and running 
from Dearborn street to Plymouth place, 
with fifty feet frontage on each of these 
streets, and:

18.—The house 
committee on election of president and vice 
President today reported favorably on the 
Henry bill, which provides for the publicity 
of all contributions to campaign funds for 
their disbursement to aid candidates for 
president and vice president. The vote was 
unanimous. 

The Henry bill would require each political 
headquarters or committee interested in presi- 
dential elections to file with the senate a 
series of statements of contributions and 
expenses. the statements to be submitted 
within thirty days after the calling of the 
nominating conventions and ‘every fifteen 
days thereafter until thirty days after the 
cor. vention. : 

These statements, which would be hela in 
the senate for public inspection for two years, 
would show not only the total eomtribu- 
tions and expenses, but the names. and ad- 
dresses of all persons contributing, promis- 
ing, loaning, or advancing 8100 or more: the 
ageregate of amounts less than $100; names 
and addresses of all persons or firms to whom 
political headquarters or committees disburse 
or promise more than $10 each, and the ag-. 
gregate of all under $10. 

The penalty clause prescribes us maximum 
of $1,000 fine, or one year’s imprisonment, 
or both.

PIONEER CHICAGO ASTRONOMER 


GIVES TIME OF SUN ECLIPSE. 


Prof. Colbert, Who Predicted Scene 


of 1869, Says Spectacle Will Begin 
at 5:10 A, M. Wednesday Morning. 


Early risers on Wednesday morning who 
look towards the lake will see a partis 
eclipse of the sun, barring clouds or dense 
mist, according to a statement of Prof. Elias 
Colbert, one of Chicago’e oldest astronomers, 


He says some printed calculations have ! 


been incorrect. 

A few seconds past 5:10 o’clock—clock time, 
not sidereal or solar time—the sun will be 
in a position where its lower edge may be 
seen resting on the horizon, he saye. The 
shadow of the moon then will be seen to 
obscure a portion of the sun’s lower disc. 
The eclipse will continue for about twenty 
minutes before it entirely disappears. 

Chicago is about the middle of the terri- 
tory within which the eclipse may be seen 
at sunrise. It begins at sunriseat the eastern 
side of Lake Erie and ends at sunrise a few 
miles northwest from Des Moines, Ia. I. 
then curves towards the isthmus of Panama. 

Prof. Colbert acquired wider, recognition 
by the accuracy of his predictions of the 
eclipse of Aug. 7, 1869. which was nearly total 
in Chicago and total in Des Moines. His 
predictions at that time varied only .4 of a 
second from the time of the actual occur- 
rence.

Manchester, N. H., April 18.—Col. Roosevelt 
carried his campaign for the presidential 
nomination into New Hampshire today. He 
spoke to large crowds in Nashua, Concord, 
and Manchester. 

In his speech at Mechanics’ hall here to- 
night Col. Roosevelt repeated his assertion 
that President Taft favored government of 
the people by a “ representative part of the 
people.” 

“ Mr. Taft, I've no doubt, meant wet, Col. 
Roosevelt said, but in practice his own 
actions have shown who that governing party 
would be. He has intrusted his fate now to a 
certain constituent portion of that repre- 
sentative part. They are Senators Gallinger, 
Crane, and Aldrich, Mr. Barnes—cruelly 
known as Boss Barnes —-Mr. Cox of Ohio, 
and other like them, : 


5 Demagogue of Lincoln Type. 
“I once said I believed in both the man 
and the dollar, but that when the interests 


I put the man above the dollar. President 
Taft, in commenting upon my remarks, said: 

“* When the demagogue mounts the plat- 
form and announces that he prefers the man 


I want to point out this fact: My state- 
ment was not original. It was a quotation 
from Abraham Lincoln. “When Mr. Taft al- 
luded to the demagogue who made that 
statement he was alluding to Lincoln. Lernt. 
think it would be necessary for me to be sen- 
sitive about being called a demagogue for 
quoting Lincoln. 

“The president then asks what Lincoln 
meant. Inasmuch as the interrogation is 
asked of Lincoln, I will answer for Lincoln 
and then for myself. If Mr. Taft had ever 
read the letter of Lincoln in which that 
quotation occurs he would find it referred 
to the slavery question, in which he put the 
man above the dollar.“ 

In explaining what he meant, Col. Roosevelt 
referred to a number of instances in which 
he said the courts had rendered decisions 
contrary to the interests of the people, and 
he declared that the courte had overturned 
laws which put the man above the dollar. 


Slaps at Senator Gallinger. 

In Concord, where less than a month ago 
President Taft spoke in defense of the arbi- 
tration treaties, Col. Roosevelt declared him- 
self opposed to unrestrained arbitration. He 
again denied the president is a progressive 
and directed criticism,gt Senator Gallinger. 

Regarding arbitration Col. Roosevelt said: 

In considering international peace I wish 
to look back to the seven and a half years 
when I was president. I said always just 
what I intended to do about peace and I did 
it. I said I would never consent to the United 
States not acting toward other nations with 
eder justice I lived up to it. | 

Understand, I would not have the nation 
submit to wrongdoing. I was careful not to 
have a thing done by the United States which 
was not justified by ethics. But I was not 
willing to jeopardize the national honor. 
That I did not favor and never will. 

Under my administration we made The 
Hague court, which had become moribund, a 
live instrument for promoting international 
peace. Every act that I could submit to arbi- 
tration I did. 

want to call your attention to the fact 
that I was the only president to get the Nobel 
peace prise, and I wouldn't have received it if 
I had wanted peace because I was afraid of 
oan preg" . 

Lill no more agree to arbitrating ques- 
tions Which should not be arbitrated between 
nations than I would agree to arbitrate ques- 
tions that should not be arbitrated between 
individuals.“ ' 


Position of Taft Reversed. 

In referring to President Taft's position the 
colonel said four years ago the progressives 
favored Mr. Taft and the reactionaries op- 
posed him, but that now this position was re- 
versed. He added: f 

“You know Senator Gallinger. Do you 
suppose he has become a progressive? Do 
you suppose Mr. Lorimer, Mr. Penrose, Mr.

HUNT ‘MYSTERY’ PERSONS. 


Police Believe Others than Woin- 
an Were in Residence at 
Time of Fire. 


Solution of the mystery surrounding the 
fire and robbery at the home of Mrs. Edgar 
A. Clark, 2971 Indiana avenue, has sim- 
mered down to a battle of wits between the 
widow and the police. 


An important development yesterday indi- 
eates how the woman resents police insinu- 
ations that no one was seen entering or leav- 
ing the house immediately preceding or dur- 
ing the fire. 

The volice have been much mystifled over 
one of the earlier statements of Mrs. Clark 
that she was paying neither taxes nor in- 
terest on the mortgage which she Was known 
to have placed on her house more tnan six 
years ago. The police got the impression 
that some unidentified kind friend was help- 
ing Mrs. Clark. 

Yesterday, however, after a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE established the fact elsewhere, 
Mrs. Clark admitted that title to the real 
estate passed out of her possession on fore- 
closure proceedings more than six months 
ago. 

No House Insurance to Widow. 
Every cent of insurance recovered on the 
damaged building goes to its new owner, 
and Mrs. Clark will receive only what is 
paid out of the policy covering her furniture 
and other personal belongings. And this, 
she says, will- not begin to compare with 
the real value of the articles:

THE TRIBUNE’s informant says neither the 
bank nor the purchaser of the property has 
molested Mrs. Clark in her possession and 
Mrs. Clark herself said the bank and her 
successor in ownership have been extremely 
kind to her. So there was no worry from 
that score. 

Mrs. Clark says she would have explained 
the details of this tr; tion to the police if 
they hadn't expressed doubt concerning her 
story, of the theft and fire.

Members of City Club Advise 
Complete Readj ustment 
of Methods Here. 


TWO CURES SUGGESTED. 


Want Branches in Each Side 55 


City or Separate Courses in 
All High Schools. 


Complaint that the commercial education 


supplied in Chicago schools is not efficient in 


ite results or in its possibilities is embodied 
in a lengthy report issued yesterday from the 
City club of Chicago. Asa remedy nothing 
short of a complete readjustment of methods 
is suggested. 

The report is on vocational training in the 


+ schools, compiled after two years of study by 


a subcommittee of the club’s public educa- 
tion committee. It has covered several 
grades of the Chicago public schools, many 
of the commercial schools, and employers 
and 90,000 employés in railroad offices, busi- 
ness houses, and manufacturing plants. 

The ¥eneral criticism is, briefly, that the 
courses supposed to fit boys and girls for 
taking their proper place in business affairs 
do not so fit them. Two cures are sug- 
gested, one a central commercial high school, 
with one branch in each of the three divisions 
of the city, exclusively for this type of work. 
The other suggests separate courses in all 
the high schools. 


Resemble Industrial Reforms. 

Singularly, the first recommendation is to 
business education precisely what a reform of 
several years ago was to industrial education 
in Chicago. The second is precisely what 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, has effected in industrial education 
in the recent few months. 

‘The researches of the subcommittee re- 
vealed the fact that 23,415 children between 
the ages of 14 and 16 are not in school. Of 
these over 7,000 left school before they had 
entered the sixth grade. 
ters of the total number left school before 
entering the eighth grade. The whole num- 
ber constituted 1.1 per cent of the city’s popu- 
lation at the time the statistics were pre- 
pared, half again as large as the percentage 
even in the manufacturing state of Massa- 
chusetts. 

More than half of this army of children not 
attending school was idle. The conclusion is 
that there ig work for not more than half the 
available children of that age, and that thie 
number are losing the advantages of educa- 
tion without reaping even a temporary bene- 
fit of wages.

These businesses need men who are capable 
ot taking responsibility early in their busi- 
ness careers. Some large jobbing houses in 
Chicago are sending men to the various col- 
leges in the country to interview graduates 
for the sole purpose of getting men who are 
able to work rapidly into a ecu posi- 
tions. 

“The business courses in the schools of Chi- 
cago, public and private, are not designed to 
produce such men. Business colleges are not 
meeting the demand, for they pay no atten- 
tion to such matters as the previous general 
training of their students or their natural 
ability. An employer says ‘a great many 
good mechanics are spoiled in ‘making poor 
| clerks.’ Pupile should be trained for that 
line of work for which they are suited. 

The work of the public schools is so in- 
adequate that students leave even when not 
obliged to from necessity ef work.“

But Soon Quit Job; Foreign Toil- 
ers Live on 5 Cents a Day and 
Send Balance Abroad. 


Handling of foreign and hobo labor was 
discussed. at length yesterday afternoon at 
the meeting of the city unemployment com- 
mission at the city hall. A. W. Newton, chief 
GZ the labor bureau of the Burlington rail- 
road, and Malcolm McDowell furnished first 
band information which proved surprising 
to other members. Among the things the 
eommission was told were: 

The “hobo” is the best Ane railroad 
worker obtainable. 

He is the industrial paradox—a tramp 
who works. 

He won't stay long on one job, even at in- 
creased Wages. 

He’s the most generous of men and needs 
feeding oftenest. 

Tune foreign railroad laborer never becomes 
& Public charge. 
He won't eat at construction camps, but 
feeds himself for a nickel a day. 
He gets work always through an employ- 
ment agency. 

He sends his money home and America 
forms the feeding ground of Latin Europe. 


Testifies to “Hobo’s” Skill. 
A hobo can drop a steel rail within a hair’s 
breadth of the piace he wants to,” is the ex- 
pression. Mr. McDowell used when some one 
Questioned the skillfulnese of ‘the “ hobo” 
laborer. 


~“ That's right,” Mr. Newton said. “ He is 
the most skilled railroad track worker that 
ean be found, But Re Won't Stay: om the dod 
long enough to get acquainted. 

The Burlington tried the experiment of 
raising wages for track work from 15 to 20 
eents an hour in order to keep hobo workers. 
It tailed, because we made them work thirty 
days to get the extra 5 cents an hour. They 
worked a few days and left for another job. 
The little they had looked better with a 
short rest than a longer term of work with 
the extra money. | 
The hobo won't work on construction 
work unless there is a contractor's camp 
where he can eat. With the foreign laborer 
it is different. He wants to feed himself, and 
the cost is small for the Italians and Greeks 
who do much of the railroad work are chiefly 
vegetarians and their food costs them little. 

“Is it a fact that they live on 2% cents a 
pent Mr. McDowell asked.

ROME, April 18.—Recent attacks which 
Pius X. has suffered have alarmed his 
family, although he has done his best to 
allay all anxiety. His brother, Sig. Angelo 
Sarto, who determined to come to Rome and 
judge Yor himself, was accommodated by his 
sisters, who live near the vatican. 
Thus the touching sight of the two venera- 
ble men. both handsome and strong, with 
thick white hair alike, walking in the vatican 
gardens, was a daily occurrence, the pope 
leaning upon the sturdy arm of his brother, 
gesticulating slightly as he talked, his 
earnest eyes turning on the dome of the 
church he loves or wandering over the city at 
his feet, of which he is so wonderful a part, 
but which he never sees any nearer. 
It is whispered that certain persons at the 
apostolic palace are glad to see Sig. Angelo 
back, for although on ordinary occasions he 
is the mildest of men, when he saw what he 
considered little omissions towards his 
wadored brother he became like a lion. 

Brother Ends Deprivations. 
Piux X. is amiable and would never think 
of complaining, indeed, would never notice 
it if his soup were a little thin or the wine a 
little watered, but the lynx eyes of his 
brother noted and spoke in no uncertain 
tones. It was amusing to see the determina- 
tion with which Angelo put things right, 
especially where his sisters had fafled, and 
the protests of the pope that everything was 
just as it should be astonished many people 
who do not know the sturdy independence of 
the Italian peasant and have wondered that 
the only brother of the pope should remain 
a humble postman in the employ of a state 
which is at least the nominal enemy of 
papacy. Strange as it may seem to an out- 
sider, Sig. Angelo is a fervent patriot and 
one of the hottest upholders of the war with 
Tripoli. 318. 

Stranger still, I can vouch that Pius X. 
feels as much pride in the achievements of 
Italy and Itallan solders as the king him- 
self. War news is the first he sees every 
morning, and to intimates he makes no 
secret of the exultation he feels that every- 
thing so far has gone in favor of his country. 

Had one been passing and heard scraps of 
those talks in the garden the word Tripoli 


Signor Angeio continues to carry letters 
for the king of Italy, not presuming one 
hair's breadth on his relationship to Pius 
X., a8 very well he might with impunity.

Actions Prevent Revolutionists 
Securing Recognition. 


LEADERS TO BE PUNISHED. 


Officers Who Break Rulesof War, Will 
Feel Iron Hand of America. 


Washington, D. C., April 18—Mexican 
rebele are rapidiy rousing the ire of the 
United States government, and while no steps 
of retaliation have been discussed it is al- 
most certain the revolutioniste will never ob- 
tain sympathy or recognition here. 

Interference of the rebels with official mail 
of American consuls, the summary executiop 
of Thomas Fountain, an American gunner, in 
defiance of protest from this country, having 
caused a feeling of aggravation at the state 
department. : 
Though the United States is practically 
powerless at present to compel more courtesy 
from the rebels it is felt a heavy reckoning 
is awaiting some of the insurgent leaders. 

No Chance for Rebels. 
It is the official view in Washington that if 
the rebels, made desperate by their fallure to 
secure supplies necessary to a successful 
campaign, are trying to force intervention in 
Mexico their deliberate intentions are 
doomed to failure. As notice has been served 
on Americans to keep out of harm's way in 
Mexico, it is argued the administration can- 
not be held accountable for evil results fol- 
lowing a disregard of President Taft's warn- 


ing. 

Military leaders in Mexico, federal or rebel, 
who, in violation of international rules of 
war, deliberately bring about the execution 
of a prisoner of war are considered guilty of 
murder under international law. If a rebel 
leader, having caused the death of an Amer- 
ican, comes within the jurisdiction of the 
United States he is certain to be arrested and 
turned over to the Mexican government with 
the expectation that he would be tried on the 
charge of murder.

Mann Resembles Spaniard. 

Tom Mann, who has ; once more te 
the front of the stage in English trade dis- 
putes, is an interesting type of the modern 
English labor leader. Though in many re- 
spects one of the most typically English g- 
ures, he is in many respects utterly un-Eng- * 
lish, and especially in appearance. You 
might take him for a Spaniard, with his flash- 
ing dark eyes, his thick black mustacne, and 
his tanned and browned skin. His gestures, 
too, and his voice and flamboyant language 
suggest the Latin rather than the Saxon. 
I believe, nevertheless, that he comes of a 
family of pure English blood, a sturdy race 
of mechanics and small tradesmen for gen- 
erations. 

Beginning when quite young as a working 
boy, gradually he developed the qualities of 
the born labor leader His great opportunity 
came when the big dock strike took place in 
London some twenty years ago. It was a 
great upheaval, and many men who figure 
largely in the political Sights today had their 
baptism of fire. The dockers had the ad- 
vantage of popular sympathy almost unver- 
sally on their side | 


Subscriptions to Fund. 

I was the editor of a daily paper in London 
at the time, and I was surprised to receive 
letters and subscriptions from swelle in West 
End clubs for the support of the dockere 
strike fund. 

Cardinal Manning ultimately entered on the 
scene and brought to the movement the enor- 
mous help of his astute mind, his winning 
manner, and his saintly appearance and’ 
character. 5 : 
He ultimately induced the dockers to ac- 
cept the treaty of peace that was offered to

The 
fron constitution of Premier Asquith has 
threatered to give way; Lloyd-Geortze got 
influenza in the first of the meetings and 
looks anxious and lined, and similarly some 
of the labor leaders declare that they are 
wrecks, and look it too. 


Bottle of Champagne. 

I saw one of the miners’ leaders come into 
the dining room where I was eating late in 
the evening, tired, anxious, worried, and 
uncertain, and he sat at a table all by him- 
Self. Soon I realized that he had whispered 
to the waiter to bring him a furtive little 
bottle of champagne, and then to put the 
bottle on the floor, out of sight. So he con- 
soled himself after the awful fatigue of the 
anxious weeks. 

Tom Mann belongs to the epicurean school. 
He, like Victor Grayson, another extremist, 
laughs to scorn the ideas that the working 
man should not have his full share of the en- 
joyments and recreations of the rich, is a joy- 
ous, genial. hearty fellow, able to take his 
giass in moderation, and fond of a good 
smoke. 

As you sit with him in the parlor of a hotel, 
and he tells his good stories and laughs with 
the heartiness of a child and the dark eyes 
gieam with the infectious laughter, you 
Imagine that the terrible agitator has been 
exaggerated, and that really Tom Mann is a 
gay, thoughtless, irresponsible, kind hearted 
fellow, who loves his fellow man, even though 
he be a capitalist, and laughs at everything. 


Change of Expression. 

Then suddenly a political topic is intro- 
duced, a labor leader of the oldschool and the 
old trades union policy puts forward his theo- 
ries and criticises the modern methods of the 
modern school to which Tom Mann belongs. 
At once the face of Mann becomes trans- 
formed; the eyes gleam with baleful lights; 
the upper lip raises and reveals a set of 
sharp, white, gleaming teeth, and there 
comes over the whole face a look of almost 
gavage determinatfon. Then you know the 
formidable and terrible man who lies behind 
the ordinarily laughing eyes and the rollick- 
ing manner. 

The life of Tom Mann has been ‘quite as 
vagabond and changeful as would have satis- 
fied even George Borrow. He has worked 
as an engineer, and then he became a trades 
union official. Suddenly he leaped into the 
_ position of saloonkeeper. Then there came 
- quite another transformation, and he was 
preacher of the gospel and even was called, 
somewhat prematurely, the Rev. Tom Mann. 

This stage came algo to an untimely end. 
and though while it lasted Tom was takep 
to the bosom of many emotional and social- 
istic clergymen, now a large section even in 
the high and dry Angtican church. 

Then Tom took to roaming, went to Aus- 
tralia, led a big labor movement for years 
there, was sent finally to jail. 

He returned to England just about the time 
that the new and more threatening labor 
movements began to start and soon was in 
the foremost of the fights, 


Sent to Lead Strikes. 
Whenever there is a strike he is sent from 
London to lead it, and there could be no bet- 
ter leader. He has a loud resonant voice, can 
speak straight, commands men naturally and 
easily, bears down all opposition, and all divi- 
sion in his own ranks, thunders twenty times 
day from an inexhaustible throat in open air 
meetings, and, for the time, is as sternly 
ascetic as a monk. 
Now he has entered upon perhaps the most 
tragic portion of his career. He is the real 
apdstle of the new gospel of syndicalism; 
is in revolt against all parliamentary and con- 
stitutional action, and is playing if not for his 
hand, certainly for his liberty, and perhaps 
for his life.

Suicide Still Feature of Social 
Life of Nippon, Despite 
Progress. 


YEARLY LIST IS 20,000. 


Approval of Emperor Shown by 
Dismissal of Protesting 
Educator, ;

Hara-kiri, 
this day quite as much a feature of social 
life in Japan as does the system of the duello 
in the continental countries of Europe and in 
Latin America, and any law designed to 
put a stop to the custom in Japan would be 
certain to prove just as ineffective as those 
in the occident against meeting in singie 
combat on the fleld of honor. 

The fact that the mikado approves of hara- 
kirl in Japan carries much more weight 
with his people than any similar sanction of 
dueling by his brother rulers in foreign coun- 
tries. For in Japan, despite the marvelous 
progress in western enlightenment by every 
class of the population, the people, one and 
all, still regard their emperor as a divinity; 
and not even the most advanced teachings 
of American and European universities 
have succeeded in impairing in the slightest 
degree the belief of their Japanese graduatcs 
in the supernatura! attributes of their sov- 
ereign. 


‘ a 

It is one of those phases of oriental char- 
acter that are beyond the understanding of 
the white man. The sentiments of the 
lieges of the mikado towards him are those 
of deeply religious men towards a deity, 
rather than those of mere loyalty which the 
people’ of Europe are content to accord to 
their temporal rulers; and that, in spite of all 
the western reforms which Mutsu-Hito has 
caused the iand to adopt, he should have 
succeeded in so preserving unweakened 
this feeling of profound ‘reverence towards 
his person and towards his throne shows 
conclusively that he must be an extraor- 
Ginary prince. 

Even the late Prince Ito, the cynical, 
masterful statesman, who was received and 
banqueted by nearly every crowned head 
in Europe, from the czar to King Edward, 
never dared to raise his eyes from the ground 
when consulted by his own sovereign; while 
it is said that neither Marshals Yamagata, 
Oyama. or Nogi, hor any of the other vet- 
erans of his army, ever entered the presence 
of the émperor without trepidation. 

As for the ordinary people, those forty 
millions of aggressive, irrepressible Japanese 
who are bent upon the realization of their 
dream of “Asia for the Aslaties““ under 
Japanese auspices of course, they do not 
even presume to mention his name. 


—~s- 

Books on Japan, written by those foreign 
visitors who think they understand all about 
the Japanese after a three months’ tour of 
the country, or else white people in Japanese 
employ, have made a point of declaring that 
suicide has gone out of fashion. 

But how misleading are their accounts 

in the light of the experiences.of those who, 
like myself, have spent years in Japan has 
been shown recently by the self-inflicted 
death of the station master at Moji. It 
seems that when the emperor was returning 
to Tokio from the grand military maneu- 
vers the train in which he was traveling, 
while changing to another track at Moji, 
jumped the switch, with the result that its 
august passenger was detained forty min- 
utes at the Moji depot. 
_ Consequently the station master, whose 
name was Shimizu, committed suicide by 
laying himself on the rails in front of one 
of the following expresses. ‘The emperor 
Was deeply moved on hearing of the tragic 
sequel of his contretemps at Moji, and sent 
a considerable sum of money for the mainte- 
nance of the widow and tke ed cation of the 
children.

Thereupon Dr. Yamakawa, president of 
the Kyushiu university and one of the lead- 
ing and until- then most respected scientists 
in Japan, wrote a letter. to the papers, pro- 
testing against the erection of a statue to 
Shimizu, on the ground that no matter how 
regrettablé the accident to the “imperial 
train may have been, he did not consider that 
it warranted the sacrifice of human life tn 
explation. 

Dr. Yamakawa.went on to add in his letter 
that it was time that somebody spoke out 
about the matter, and.referred to the many 
instances of loss of life, on the part of pro- 
fessors and eachers, in the effort to rescue 
the photograph or lithograph of the er.:peror 
from burning school buildings. Every school 
has one of these pictures of the tenno, be- 
fore which an act of reverence is performed 
each day by faculty and pupils, and as the 
burning of school buildings is frequent.owing 
to the flimsy construction of wood and 
paper. sacrifice of life to this exaggerated 
conteption of patriotism and loyalty to the 
emperor was quite frequent. 

The answer was not long in coming. A 
wave of indignation spread throughout the 
length and breadth of Japan against Dr. 
Yamakawa for what was denounced as his 
disreputable, rebellious, and sacrilegious 
utterances, He was pronounced a danger- 
ous person to be at the head of one of the 
empire's greatest institutions of learning. 
A deputation of citizens made representa- 
tions on the subject to the minister of educa- 
tion, who, after taking the pleasure of the 
emperor, dismissed Dr. wemekaws from his 
post. 

In the war beteten Japan and Russia in 
Manchuria, eight years ago, the number of 
prisoners taken by the Russians was infini- 
tesimal, this being due to the fact, not that 
the czar's soldiers refrained from giving 


*quarter, but that the Japanese refused to 


accept it, preferring self-inflicted death to 
the disgrace of surrender. For surrender, 
save in exceptional instances, as in the case 
of besieged towns, or when wounded, is, 
according to military ethics, dishonorable. 

Prince Jaimé of Bourbon, son of Don Carlos 
of Spain, who served under the Muscovite 
flag in.Manchuria, relates that after one of 
the attempts to bottle up Port Arthur, when 
he stéamed out with a launch to rescue 
several Japanese who were clinging to the 
rigging of the freships sunk in the road- 
stead, the men, one after another, blew out 
their brains with their revolvers or commit- 
ted hara-kiri with their sword bayonets. 
throwing themselves into the sea rather 
than permit themselves to be taken pris- 
oners. 

In the graphic accounts, moreover, pub- 
lished by the London Times and other news- 
papers of the sinking of the Japanese 
transport Kiushiu-Maru on April 25, 1904 
off the Corean coast by the Viadivostok 
squadron, it is related how the troops on 
board, several hundred in number, having 
refused to surrender. and having resisted 
witb rifle fire an attempt to board the ship, 
committed suicide while the vessel was 
being torpedoed.

The oldest annals in existence contain refer - 
ences to it as a national custom. It was in 
the twelfth century of our era that it was 
first instituted as a means of ending the lives 
of those nobles and Samurai who were re- 
garded as meriting death but not dishonor.

' ROME, April 18.—Countess Spottiswood- 
Mackin, formerly Miss Sally Britton of St. 
Louis, is. here and is determined to obtain 
recognit##n of her title as a papal princess 
with all the privileges of her rank. 

She is to pass a month in Count Antonelli's 
apartments in the Palazza Rosticucol, the 
residence of the pope's two sisters, who are 
her friends. 

The title “princess” was conferred on 
her five years ago, but she never used it, 
and was officially registered as countess.”’ 

There has been a great delay in reaching 
a settlement of the case, and the countess, 
while she is willing to make every allow- 
ance for the traditional delays of vatican 
procedure, says if her patience is exhausted 
she will bring the matter directly to the 
attention of the pope when she is received, 
or through his sisters. 


Pope Leo XIII. Gave Honor. 

Mrs. Mackin was created a countess on 
her conversion to Catholicism by the late 
Pope Leo XIII, and was decorated with the 
cross of the papal order pro ecclesia et pon- 
tifice by the present pope. 

She came to Rome in November, during 
the consistory, but, although she is entitled 
to a seat in the tribuhe of the Roman nobil- 
ity at all solemn pontifical functions, an 
overzealous attendant denied her admittance 
on the ground that an American could not 
be a Roman noblewoman. 

The countess complained to the authori- 
ties. who informed her that her right to 
sit in the tribune was not included in her 
patent of nobility. 


Given Seat in Tribune. 

According to the countess, she was notified 
five years ago by Mer. Marini, at that time 
undersecretary of briefs, that the pope had 
promoted her to be a princess, with a seat 
in the tribune of Roman nobility among her 
privileges. 

This letter was filed, but during the delays 
attending the drawing up of the patent of 
nobility the pope abolished the office of sec- 
retariate of briefs.

| How to Score a Baseball Game. 


There are several classes of base hits 
that are not fully covered by the playing 
rules and the determining of these is based 
largely on tradition or precedent estab- 
lished by a majority of experienced scorers 
over a considerable period of time. 

On the infield the matter of the false or 
crooked bounder already has been hinted 
at. In the major leagues, where the playing 
field, and particularly the diamond, is.as 
carefully manicured between games as are 
the hands of the idle rich,“ there would 
be few of thesé accidental hits if the spiked 
shoes were abolished. Usually when you 
see a ball bound away from the man going 
after it or hit him in the shoulder or shins 
you may know that the ball struck a bit of 
turf upturned by a spire or à scar in the 
earth caused by the same implement 
Sometimes, however, it is due to the twist 
r English ”’ occasioned by faijjng to hit 
the ball squarely with the bat. 

— 

in the outfield, and sometimes on the m- 
field, but more often in the territory that 
lies between them, oceurs another class of 
basehits not provided for under the rules. 
Many hits land safely in the outfield that 
really were not aut of reach of a fielder " 
if he had not misjudged the hit at the start. 
Occasionally two outfielders will start for 
the same hit and either let it fall between 
them or collide and drop it. Sometimes 
a pair of outfielders and as many infielders 
will chase a Texas league fly with the same 
result. Sun flelders, as the men whe 
play where they have to pick hits out of the 
sun are called, sometimes do not see the 
ball in time to catch it and once in a while 
are actually beaned by it. 

In all these cases it is the practice of the 
majority of scorers to creditsthe batsman 
with a hit, giving him the advantage of 
the break in the luck instead of soaking the 
fielder for it. In the case ofa misjudged 
fly there ig less léniency shown, if the 
fielder afterwards reaches the ball and 
talls to bold it, than if pe had Judged it 
accurately and then muſted it. For in- 
stance, a catch that would be so hard as 
to entitle the batsman to à hit, if the chance 
were missed after a perfect try for it, 
might be called an error after a misjudg-

Then there is the tall foul or fair fly 
which the batsman hits nearly straight up 
imo the air. These look easy, but usually 
the ball is spinning at a terrific rate, be- 
cause only the upper side of the bat hit it. 
Such flies often come down with a wide 
sweeping curve that carries them many 
feet out of line and the catcher or inflelder, 
who has not spotted that curve in time, 
fails to get under the ball at all. The

The batsman is givén the 
benefit of the scratch and credited with a 
hit, since the error cannot be halved or 
quartered and distributed among the sev- 
eral opponents responsible for it.

Judging by the frequency with which t 
appears in “ Inquisitive Fans,“ there is one 
Class of plays that puzzles scorersalot. It 
is when a ball ie hit to an infielder who 
makes an attempt to retire a runner at 
some other base than first and fatis in the 
attempt. In these Gases the sole determin- 
ing question is whether or not the fieldér 
could have retired the man at first if be 
had made the play that way. If, in the 
scorer’s opinion, the batsmen could not 
have been retired it is a hit, but if he could 
have been put out by the use of ordinary 
skill it is not a hit. It is scored as a 
“ fieléer's choice," a term coined to cover 
that which is neither hit nor error. 

By way of illustration, a shortstop goes 
back to his right and stops a grounder, 
but cannot recover in time to make the 
play to first, so throws to third in an al- 
tempt to retire a runner coming up from 
second, but the play fails. The bateman 
gets a hit. Again, a second baseman runs 
toward first, gets a grounder and tries to 
force out a runner going from first to sec- 
ond. The runner beats the ball and both 
men are safe. It would have been easy 
for the second baseman to toss the bai! 
to first and retire the batsman. It is not 
a hit and not an error, since it was ths 
proper play to stop the man going to second 
if possible. It is called a gelder's choice.”

The same principle applies in crediting 
extra base hits. The batsman is entitled 
to a two base hit if he can get to second 
before the opponents can get the ball there, 
provided they make the play on him and 
no error occurs. He is not entitled toatwe 
bagger if the ball can be thrown to second 
in time to stop him there, but instead ts 
thrown home or to third to cut off a pre- 
ceding runner. In such cases the batsman 
gets a single and advances on another sort 
of “flelder’s choice.” As a home run 
counts no more than a safe bunt in the 
dats man's average the distinction regard- 
ing extra base hits is not as important as 
that between hits and errors.

Hoppe for 18-2 Championship. 


Performance of Experts in New York 
Mateh Disappointing to Critics. 


Not satisfied with his defeat by Willie 
Hoppe at New York on Thursday night, 
Calvin wemarest again has challenged the 
champion for the lo-2 balk line title, his 


city yesterday. Hoppe must play within 
Sixty days, and -Demarest cannot be com- 
pelled to play within forty.

but this matter rests with Hoppe. If he 
should consent to come here for the match 
Chicago will have two title matchese, as Sut- 
ton has named his home town for his com- 
ing contest with Ora Morningstar for the 
18-1 title. 
Hoppe Defends Title. 

For the third time in less than six months 
Willie Hoppe of New York on Thursday last 
defended the 18-2 world’s billiard title which 
he won oh March 26, 1010, by defeating Harry 
Cline of Philadelphia 500 to 304 at New York. 
On Nov. 28 last year Hoppe defeated George 
Sutton of Chicago 500 to 266, averaging 
22 16-22, and on Feb. 7 of this year he again 
disposed of Sutton, 500 to 280, averaging 
201-17. Last Thureday he defeated Calvin 
Demarest of Chicago, 500 to 440, averaging 
14-38 to 12-82-34. N 

The New Yorker has held the championship 
emblem nearly two years and unless he is 
challenged again by May 26 it will become his 
personal property. 

Some Previous Averages. 

Only once since the first world’s champion- 
ship was inaugurated at Paris in 1908 has 
the title been won by a smaller average than 
that made by Hoppe on Thursday. The rock 
bottom mark was reached by George Sutton 
on Jan. 27, 1908, when he defeated Ora Morn- 
ingstar 500 to 309, averaging 7.46 as against 
4.68 for the loser. 

When Demarest won the championship at 
the tournament in New York in 1909 he had 
a grand average for five games of 15.35, and 
in the playoff of the triple tie for first place 
averaged 25 against Harry Cline and 36 10-14 
against Sutton. 

With Hoppe out of his stride it was ex- 
pected one of the experts would challenge 
before the expiration of the time limit, and 
Demarest lost no time in doing so, 

New Rules Work Well.

Langan was one of the most difi- 
cult propositions Tom Spring ever had to 
face, but nevertheless Langan only once 
looked like winning and was bitterly dis- 
appointed. The two men met again five 
months after. Langan lasted seventy-six 
rounds and one hour and forty-nine min- 
utes. The two men then became lifelong 
friends. After the second fight, which took 
place at Chichester, Langan gave up ihe 
ring and took a tavern in Liverpool.

There was extraordinary amity between 
Spring and Langan, and after his battles 
Spring repeatedly made the other presents, 
while ngan always asserted that he had 
not the slightest feeling against Spring, 
whom he loved as a brother, but still he 
would like to whip him.

If. you only keep enough hens to supply 
the eggs for your family use you will find 
it a good paying investment, not to mention 
the satisfaction of knowing that your table 
eggs are strictly fresh. Too many people 

lose sight of the fact that there is a big 
2 ineggs: A cold storage egg hasn't 
the rich, sweet flavor of a strictly fresh 
product, and the difference is easily de- 
tected.

Build Up the Flock. 

Whether we breed fancy, utility, or mongrel 
fowls there should be a constant endeavor 
to build up the flock if we expect to attain 
success. Probably I should have left the 
mongrel hen out of consideration, though I 

have known mixed flocks that gave a good 
account of themselves. But aga rule, when 
u person gets to the point where he or she 
ie sufficiently interested in the hens to im- 
prove them, it does not take long to be con- 
vinced that if there is to be any riarked um- 
provement pure bred fowls must be kept. 

The breed matters little, being largely a 
matter of personal preference. What is most 

t is the constitutional vigor of the 
flock, and that is a matter of careful selec- 
tion, breeding, and care. 

This care must be exercised first by the 
beginner in the purchasing of the breeding 
stock, baby chicks or the eggs, and this same 
careful selection for hardiness and vigor

Four Principles 


memory to develop a good one, but every 
one can improve. his memory. by the ob- 
servance of a few well known and thor- 
_ oughly established principles. 
want to make sure that you. will remember 
a name, say it over to yourself,. Repeat it in 
all the ways pogsible—say. it over aloud, 
write it, look at it after it is written, think 
how it sounded when you, heard the name, 
recall it at frequent periods and until it has 
become thoroughly fixed in your mind. . 

The second principle is intensity. If you 
want to remember a name, pay the strictest 
possible attention to it. If you apply the 

' ghoulé pay the maximum amount t atten- 
tion to every repetition. In this way the 
process of learning will be so reduced that 
a sthgle repetition may be enough, and still 

the name may be retained for a long period 

The third principle is that of association. 
The things which we think over, classify, and 

ö experience are the things which we 
commit most easily and retain the longest. 

A boy at school I learned by repetition 
that Columbus afscdvered Amerita in 1492. 

At that time this was to me an entirely dis- 
connected fact. It was not associated with 
anything else, and so cost me a great effort of 
attention and frequent repetition before I had 
it thoroughly memorized. 

At a later time I was compelled to learn the 
approximate date of the fall pf Constantino- 
ple, the application of the conipass to naviga- 
tion, the invention of printing, the time of 

the activity of Copernicus, Michelangelo, 
Titian, Duerer, Holbein, etc. Such a list of 
unconnected dates would have cost me much 
and unprofitable etrurt I F had been com- 
pelied to learn them separately. As it was, I 
connected them all with the date of the dis- 

covery of America, and saw that these men

One Shorthand teacher often told us that 
there was no particular credit. in being able 
to please an easy going employer, but thet 
it took a genius to please a crank. .

Honesty the Best Policy. 

Through some years of business experi- 
ence in the capacity of stenographer and pri- 
vate secretary I have found it essential not 
only to success but to happiness for the per- 
son employed to be absolutely honest with 
her employer. To be “‘ honest’’ does not 
begin and end with “ telling the truth it 
means being as true to one’s employer and 
his interests as one would be to oneself 
and one’s own interests; it means discretion 
in speaking of his affairs; common sense; 
courtesy; lack of curiosity. 

I have found my employers always to have 
been upright, high minded men, who have 
tried to govern their business according to 
the highest standards of fairness and hon- 
esty. They have appreciated the fact that 
confidence’ begets confidence, and as a re- 
suit have received conscientious service. 

I do not believe in too much intimacy 
among employés, It has deen proven that 
some strong friendships have resulted be- 
tween people meeting in business offices, and 
to my mind it is only fight that this should 
be the case if it is a real friendship; the mis- 
taken sense of comradeship which meets on 
a common ground to discuss the office affairs 
and general tales of woe incident to the office 
routine, dealing more or less in personalities, 
is what I think should be avoided. 

In the earlier stages of my business experi- 
ence I found it of value to be willing to do 
more work than was expected—that is, to 
help in some other department if I found a 
few minutes of spare time from my own du-

She will be far more 
useful to her employer If she remembers his 
various correspondents’ initials, their ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers; familiarises 
herself with the names of hotels in various 
cities where her employér or his business as- 
sola tes are In the habit of staying;.learns 
what time letters should be got off in order to 
make special fast trains—in fact, innumera- 
ble details which will enable her employer to 
feel that in giving something to her to do it 
will be done as thoughtfully as though he 
did it himself. In all of this she is but learn- 
ing better how to systematize and arrange 
her own affairs; she keeps abreast of the 
times and is intelligent.

I have been asked again and again, “ Why 
do so many trained nurses make a failure of 
life?” I fear it is because they do not appre- 
ciate the beauty and honor of their profes- 
sion. 

My dear sister nurse, if some day a 
stranger should ‘come to you and say: 1 
have here a case of beautiful and precious 
jewels. I fear that a thief is about to break 
into my home and carry itaway. I cannot 
care for it, I leave it with you until the 
danger is past.“ (How honored you would 
feel! Would the thief catch you napping? 
Never! Then think how much more beauti- 
ful and precious is the life of the suffering 
child intrusted to your care. Therefore, 
never let the thief catch you napping. 

A woman once sald to me: “A nurse is 
always so disagreeable and dictatorial when 
she first comes into the home, that, although 
things smooth out after a time, I never can 
quite like her.” On the other hand, the 
nurse says: The family was so nervous 
and irritable the first day I feared I should 
have to throw up the case.“ 

We shall speak first of the nurse and her 
trials.

No one Is going to dispute it. If the mem- 
bers of the family are nervous and irritable 
it doubtless is from anxiety afd loss of sleep. 
Try. to lift the burden the moment you enter 


the home. Never ask for anything you can

find for yourself. Do not trouble the serv- 
ants unnecessarily. And, above all things, 
never discuss scientific questions with your 
patient. She may need your care, but not 
your canned wisdom. She is net paying you 
for the pleasure of listening to your disserta- 
tion on ameboid movements or why strepto- 
coccus articulorum produces one set of symp- 
toms and streptococcus enteritis another. 

Keep the thought of recovery constantly 
before her mind. Be gentle and tender al- 
ways, but never affectionate. She probably 
does not care to be fondled and. called 
„ Dearie” by her nurse. Do not gossip nor 
talk too much on any subject. The silent 
nurse holds the respect of her patient, Never 
discuss or criticise the physician. Does your 
hippocratic oath m othing to you? Keep 
yourself scrupulously cléan. In the long run 
it pays in dollars and cents, if that is all you 
are after. 

Be cheerful and responsive; try to forget 
the hard cot and poorly cooked food.. Sick- 


ness demoralizes the machinery of any 
household. 

Bottle up yeur impatience and try to mile, 
even though you be tempted to break up 


the furniture, throw the relatives out of the 
window, and.use your slipper on the patient. 
For you, my long suffering sister, ther is 
no redress unless you go to London, join the 
suffragists, and work it out of your system 
on the windows and heads of our English 
brethren.

“ NEWPORT SANDWICHES—Between 
thin slices of bread, from which the crust 
has been cut. la leaf of crisp lettuce, 
a slice of Royucivrt cheese, cut as thin as 
a shaving, a layer of caviar, a slice of 
Spanish pepper, and then another crisp 
cool lettuce leat.

Have at hand a clean 
board of oak or hemlock (never of pine) 
that will fit easily into your.oven. Set it in 
the oven to heat, turning g it several times 
and watching to see that it does not burn 
Rub the fish on both sides with butter— 
plenty of it—and salt and pepper to taste. 
Lay the fish with the back, downward and 
the open side uppermost upon the board 
and put a tin tack into each of the four 
corners.’

How to Clean Fell. 


Here is a wee scrap of information that 
may save some member, or members, 4 
few cents: 

“FELT HAT CLEANER—After I had 
paid 50 cents to have my daughter’s white 
felt hat cleaned by ‘the profession.’ a 
milliner’s apprentice confided to me that 
the cleaning was done with the moderately 
soft inner part of a loaf of stale bread 
(wheat bread). I find upon making the 
experiment that it does the work per- 
fectly. Mrs. G. W. H.“ 

White felt hats may likewise be cleaned 
with block magnesia. I made the discovery 
—not through the incautipus talk of a mil- 
liner’s apprentice—but when a hat was sent 
home from the cleaner’s with traces of 
chalk or magnesia on the under side of the 
brim. I began experiments, based upon 
the discovery, and with such success that 
I have never had to send felt out of the 
house to be cleaned since then. Gray felt 
may be cleansed with pulverized fßuller's 
earth. Being gray in color, the powder 
does not show upon the felt.

Teaching Shorthand. 

The young woman or the one of more ma- 
ture years who desires to find remunerative 
employment and who must have this so that 
it will not interfere with home work, entirely 


overlooks one of the easiest, most interesting, 


and at the same time best paying occupations 
~—viz.: teaching shorthand. There is scarce- 
ly a neighborhood in the country where 
there are not young persons who desire to 
take up this study, but whose parents object 
on the ground that the boy or girl is not old 
enough to enter and satisfactorily do bus 
ness college work. 

It is to this class that the neighborhood 
teacher appeals, and they are the ones that 
will make up the greater part of her students, 
for it is usually an easy thing to interest 
them under such a favorable opportunity to 
be at home while mastering the early part 
of their commercial education. The chief 
objection to this kind of teaching by the 
average woman is that she doesn't under- 
stand shorthand, and accordingly cannot 
teach it.” This, however, is entirely over- 
come by the fact that practically all pub- 
lishers of shorthand give courses in their 
respective systems to those who will thus 
prepare to teach it. Nor is this equipment 
difficult to obtain, as a thorough knowledge 
of the principles is all that is necessary to 
start, and more knowledge will come with 
experience, 

One great advantage of this work lies in the 
fact that, should it become necessary, the 
ability thus gained may be used in teaching 
in commercial schools. Another good point 
in favor of shorthand teaching is that it is 
suitable for the country and village woman 
as well as the woman in larger towns, as 
there is scarcely a postoffice in the country 
but where at least five or six students could 
be obtained at rates of from $3 to $4a month, 
two lessons a week. Indeed, the number 
given is really far below the enrollmeni that 
could be secured in almost any vicinity. It 
may be interesting, and also add to the 
beginner’s courage, to know that one short- 
hand author works on this plan and hires 
teachers to handle distant classes.

Making Artificial Flowers. 

Now that artifical flowers made of ribbon 
are so much in vogue, I am sure that one 
would find it not only pleasant, but also 
profitable work to make them for sale. Roses. 
daisies, and morning glories are easily made 
and are pretty for millinery purposes, hair 
ornaments, novelties for the neck, trim- 
ming for evening dresses, etc. 

The large size rose buds make beautiful hat 
pin heads and are made by using five squares 
of soft satin ribbon or miessaline silk three 
and a half inches in diameter. Each square 
is formed into a petal by first bringing to- 
gether the upper right hand and the lower 
left hand corners, then the upper left hand 
and the lower right hand corners. Lastly 
bring together the two lower corners and 
you have a complete triangle which when 


gathered tightly at the bottom forms the 


petal, 

Two of the petals are placed closely to- 
gether forming the center of the bud, and 
the remaining three are placed in a row 
around the center. Sew tightly at the bot- 
tom, then use green ribbon three-fourths of

an inch wide for the lower part of the bud. 

The full blown roses are made by having 
the outer row of petals made like loops, with 
the upper corners slightly folded in. 

The tiny buds, which are used fh clusters 
for dress trimming and other purposes, are 
made just as a single petal of the larger 
buds, but, of course, smaller squares aré 
used. Morning glories are made by using 
for each flower a piece of ribbon four inches 
long and two and a half inches wide. 

First neatly join the ends, then double the 
ribbon so as to make both edges meet. 
Gather along the joined edges which form 
the cup, and the centers can be made with 
several strands of yellow silk thread. No, 
2 ribbon is used for the daisies. A loose 
knot ie tied at the top of each loop which 
forms the petals, and a small round button 
like puff of yellow silk forms the centers.

Raising Rabbits yw Sale.

Whereas the kimono sleeve has been recent- 
ly quite overshadowed by the new set- -in type 
that is! seen on many Of the latest afternoon 
and evening frocks, the favorite style of 
separate sleeve appears to be the one which 
has a large armhole the same width as the 
armholes of the waist.

MRS..J.: Stray hairs that grow over the 
nose are unsightly and should be removed. 


Pull the hairs out with tweezers, being care- . 


ful to pull them the same direction in which 
they grow. It you do not do this they will 


break off and grow again, but much stiffer, 


When the hair has been removed the spot 


from which it was taken should be touched 
- flesh about the waist and hips and at the 


witha drop of spirits of camphor. This opera- 
tion. while slightly painful, will be found most 
effective when the hairs are few and far be- 
tween, but must not be attempted when a 
full growth has to be dealt withh. 

Electrolysis is quite the best way of re- 
moving superfluous hair; but two things must 
be borne in mind. . First, the operator must 
be skilled; secondly, too many hairs must not 
be removed at one sitting. 

If the operator 
she may remove the 
the root, and the remedy will be useless. It 
is necestary to examine each hair with the 
aid of a magnifying glass so that the correct 
position of the root can be discovered, and 
the electric needle must be exerted in the 
exact slant which the root takes. 

Only a few hairs should be removed at one 
time, as otherwise it is possible that fhe skin 
may become inflamed, especially if at all sen- 
sitive, and scars will be the result. 55

candy business, and,dinally. mere business or 
professional man. -The last ambition is the 
one that lasts, ‘and, nine times out of ten, the 


process of evolution. ends at this point. The 


average normal boy becomes firmly committed 
to a commercial or professional career, and 


z only in idle moments does he allow his fancy 


to roam back to the fascinating fields that it 
haupted in earlier years. 

Disillusionment comes with maturity, and 
one by one the professions hée-heped to follow 
are robbed of their attractive glamour. He 
sees the life of the clown with coldly critical 
eyes; he sees the sailor swabbing decks and 
unromantically getting drunk on shore; he 
sees the detective as an ordinary mortal, the 
soldier working at $16 a month, and the In- 
dian fighter as one who has outlived the con- 
ditions that gave him glorious occupation. 
But for some strange reason he never quite 
outgrows his interest in pirates and buried 
treasure. Even in his days of sedate matur- 
ity he finds a magie charm in turning his 
fancy leose in that most romantic literature 
which is so rich in such inspiring words as 
galléons and golden doubloons, desert islands. 


and heaping chests of precious stones and 


treasure. 

The’ reason for this is not hard to find. He 
is interested in pirates because the subject is 
one that appeals to his imagination and to the 
love of adventure which, like a hardy plant, 
somehow manages to exist in a more or less 
active state throughout the life of the most 
prosaic man; he is interested in buried treas- 
ure because the thought of it is one that ap- 
peals to the get-rich-quick instinct that seems 
to be one of the heritages. of every human 
soul. The little child listening to fairy stories 
will be most eager to hear those that tell of 
pots of gold and of poor but worthy little boys 
being changed by the mere wave of a magic 
wand into very rich little princes. The little 
bey loves to hear and read stories of golden 
treasure that is buried some place and which 
is just waiting for him to dig in the spot indi- 
cated on ah old and tattered chart in order 
to reveal itself and make him rich beyond the 
dreams of „ arice. It is just as instinctive 
for a. little bey to want to dig as it is for him 
to want to climb, or crawl.in a cave, or carry 
@ gun, all of which are survivals of those an-

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cient days when we were monke ps, or cave 
men, or warriors who lived by the might of 
arms. Perhaps for this reason, as well as for 
the other, the idea of buried treasure and of 
digging for it is a most appealing thought and 
one that is never quite refined out of the system, 

Ever since I can remember almost I have 
been interested in pirates and buried treasure. 
At the age of 10 I was earnestly digging for 
pirate treasure back of the barn down in Indi- 
ana. And oftentimes I used to climb up in 
the haymow and lock out over the corn fields 
and see the green seas waving and tossing in 
the trade wind while gallant pirate ships 
sailed back and forth in pursuit of richly 
laden galleons. Sometimes I would find my- 
self on the decks of the long, low, rakish craft, 
with revolvers and cutlasses strapped.about 
me and with my loyal crew seated about on 
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overflowing treasure chests drinking flagons 


of rum and singing rollicking sailor songs; 
and many times, too, while thus pleasurably 
engaged I would sail so far away that only 
the sound of the dinner bell was able to call 


me back to the nineteenth century and its un- 
romantic realities. 


At that time I practically had decided to 
adopt this most alluring profession of piracy 
as a career. It seemed to combine both the 
joys of a sailor’s life and the dash of the In- 
dian fighter’s life, each of which exercised 
upon my youthful fancy a strong appeal. In 
my boyish imagination the profession of pi- 
racy meant- sailing on tropical seas, sweeping 
the horizon with flashing eye, and gazing 
approvingly at my loyal crew as they carried 
on board the golden treasure that Spanish 
merchantmen yielded up so willingly. As a 
pleasant background to this youthful concep- 
tion of my duties as a pirate chieftain there 


were booming barrier ‘reefs and little coral 


islands where the sunlight sparkled on waving 
palm trees and the breakers murmured in lazy 
lagoons and treasure troves. 

As for committing violence, or manslaugh- 
ter, or hurting anybody’s feelings, that was 
quite remote from my ealculations, ‘ The idea 
of inflicting injury to a helpless victim and of 
seeing him suffer was most unpleasing as 
viewed in detail, but when considered in the 
abstract it seemed quite naturgl and proper. 
In imagination I have ordered thousands of 
eruel Spaniards to walk the plank, but I 
never allowed any of my crew to strike a 


Single one of them or otherwise inflict a hurt 


or an injury. In my piratical career I in- 
tended to specialize in the saving of beautiful 
maidens in distress and the distributing of 
princely gifts to the lowly poor wherever they 
were to be found. 

Often in those boyhood days I would look 
wistfully down the dusty road to where the 
fringe of distant trees marked the limits of 


my travels and plan an early departure to my

new field of labors. The thought of a long, 
low, rakish craft. and iron bound chests of 
treasure and the life of glory that awaited me 
down there beyond the trees stirred within me 
an unrest that fairly ached.

islands. Just where they were was unimpor- 
tant. The mere fact that.they were off there

some piace was sufficient, for in that enchant- 
ing land of make believe there is no need 
for charts or compasses or complicated sailing 
directions. 

Many years have passed since then, and one 
by one my boyish illusions have crumbled 


away before the heartless march of civiliza- 
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tion. I no 8 want to be a sailor, for the 
romance of Jack Harkaway has been smoth- 
ered in clouds’ of grimy steamer smoke. The 
glamour of the wild west lias paled and faded 
away, for no longér is there a frontier upon 
which to engage in dashing’ border warfare. 
Where Bret Harte's matchless heroes lived 
there are now noisy railroad trains and motor 
cars; and where once the pesky redskin and 


the trapper’ roamed the wilderness there are’ 


now peaceful ‘farms and the rural free déliv- 
ery.’ It is all very depressing, especially “to 
one in whom the spirit of romance and the love 
of adventure have not been entirely crashed 
by straphanging and the sprightly. dodging of 
taxicabs. To such a one there comes each 
year, like a recurring fever, an irresistible 
longing to look at time tables and steamer 
sailings in the hope that somewhere on the 
map he may find a spot in this busy world 
where romance and legend have escaped. the 


cruel inroads of the commonplace. 


The march of civilization has pushed fron- 
tiers nearly off the map, or at least so far 
away that it is like looking for the end of the 
rainbow to find the place where picture post 
cards cease and the wilderness begins. Europe 
has no surprises left, the Dark Continent is 
electric lighted, and Asia echoes ses the 
nasal twang of the tourist. 

There seemed to be no- place left ea 
Pirate islands, and when the annual fever for 
wandering struck us this year I wondered 
whether I might not sail forth, after many 
years of waiting, and visit those entrancing 
spots. . Of course the pirates, have long since 
passed away—proving that piracy doesn’t pay 
—but their exploits as seen through the kindly 
glamour of centuries still exert their won- 
drous spell, and those islands, glorified because 
of these exploits, still slumber in tropical seas 
that are not so very far away. The old 
haunts are there, the spots where buccaneer 
heroes swaggered and scattered their golden 
plunder, the old leeward coves where pirates 
eareened their ships, and, like the music lover 
who goes to Beireuth or the writer who pil- 
grims reverently to Stratford-on-Avon, I de- 
termined to fare forth and lay a tardy wreath 
on the shrine of Capt. Kidd and ‘his long dis- 
honored crew. 

I wanted to sit on the lonely beach where 
L’Olonnois sat; I wanted to anchor in shel- 
tered coves where Morgan’s pirate vessels 
rocked and swung; I wanted to sail the seas 
where Capt. England steered his daring 
course, and lie under palm trees where once 
the dashing Portuguese sunned his swarthy 
brow.. Perhaps somewhere the genial tropic 
sun might tip with splendor the time worn 
edge of a long forgotten treasure chest,. in 
which case the expenses of the trip might be 
paid, with enough left over to pay duty on 
such buckets of pearls and precious stones as 


r 


shovel. And ik, perchance, the islands yielded 
no such material treasures, I felt that the trip 


would be rich in such. treasures as health and 


recreation, which are beneficial to all and are 
secured without the unpleasant: Work of dis- 
ging for them in the hot sunlight, where exer- 
tion is irksome, not to say dangerous, 

I also: have considered that a series of ar- 
ticles that glorify the déeds of pirates and 
buccaneers might possibly have an evil effect 
upon the young, but this unhappy result seems 
unlikely when one reflects that the pirates are 
all dead, which proves that a life of crime is 
both disastrous to the health and destructive 
to the hope of living happily .ever afterward. 

The penalty of piracy in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries was death, a just. re- 
ward which all engaged therein have long 
since reaped. This ‘statement will suffice to 
counteract ‘any evil. influences a series of pi- 
rate stories may have upon the morals of the 
young, and will teach, it is hoped, the impru- 
dence of embarking upon such a career. 

It must also be remembered, if further de- 
fense of such articles is needed, that a pirate 
may be both a hero and a cruel villain. It is 
largely a matter of geography. The French 
ahd Spaniards,- for example, regarded Sir 
Francis: Drake as a pirate of ‘exceptional ill 
fame, whereas the: Exglish revere him as one 
of their great national heroes. Evén Queen 
Elizabeth was a partner in his plundersome 
profits and thought most highly of him. He 
produced the dividends. In like manner the 
English regard John Paul Jones as a wicked 
pirate, whereas we consider him one of the 
brightest stars in our constellation of naval 
heroes. 

In further extenuation of otrate stories it 


must be remembered that a pirate’s character . 


and reputation often was a mere matter of 
season as well as geography, for during times 
of war he was.an estimable privateer with let- 
ters of recommendation from his sovereign, 
but if he became careless and got his dates so 
mixed that he continued operations after 
peace was declared he was a pirate. 

So in considering pirates it is well to speak 
as well of them apd be as charitable to them 
as possible. It is not the purpose of these 
stories to go out of the way to speak ill of 
the dead, but if occasionally it may be neces- 
sary to refer in no uncertain terms of the 
cruelty of certain Brethren of the Coast it 
shall be done with the defiant severity of one 
who fears no libel suit or angry relatives. 
Which being the case, we shall clear ship for 
action and proceed in weekly installments to 
relate the story of a cruise to the. Pirate 
Islands, carefully setting forth the adventures

The justification which society has for 
Pinishing the criminal is therefore its own 
défense, and that is best attained by making 
the punishment fit, not the crime, but the in- 
dividual criminal. Criminal anthropology 
and sociology will enable us to determine 
the character of the criminal, to treat him 
accotingly, and thus to check and prevent 
his é@riminal tendencies. 


“The individualisation of punishment has 


been put in practice in America, in par- 
ticular, under the forms of the indetermina te 
sentence and suspension of sentence with 
probation. This ie now carried out in a 
somewhat empirical fashion, but, if it coud 
he based upon a scientific classification of 
the erimina)l, combined with a careful con- 
sideration of the character and motive of his 
eine, it would be of much greater utility. 
In addition the French practice of rehabili- 
tation, or removing from the official docket 
of the individual any record of his accusation 
and condemnation, is of decided advantage.

Proof That in Some Places Crime and 
|Graft Are Well Paying Professions. 
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B ABRAHAM H. SARASOHN. 


[ nt Criminal Lawyer of New York.] 
E criminal law has proved inefficient 


to cope with the growing element of 
law-breakers. Nothwithstanding popu- 
lar notions, the professional criminals 
of our large cities are seldom caught, and if 
caught are rarely punished. Their safety 
from detection and apprebension is due to an 
inefficient police system, while their relative 
security from punishment even when arrested 


is founded upon an archait and utterly de 


ficient machinery of criminal law procedure. 


As a result of this situation crime his be- 
come a paying profession. There are ih New 
York city, and, by parity of causative reason- 
ing, in every one of our cities of first rate 
size as well, thousands of persons who earn 
a comfortable and in many cases luxurious 
liying by following a criminal career year in 
and year out. 


The entire success and progperity of the 
otiminal classes depend upon their ability 
to keep immune from interference or arrest 
by the police, and to escape punishment when 
arrested. In our large cities the ctiminal 
classes are notoriously successful in escaping 
punishment even when arrested, through the 
many loopholes and defects of our antiquated 
criminal law procedure. 

Such an alarmingly small percentage of 
professional criminals caught in the toils of 
the law is convicted and punished that the 
average Criminal feels perfectly safe and se- 
cure from conviction. The chances of a law- 
breaker suffering punishment by conviction are 


not much greater than the hazard the average 
workingman takes of suffering personal injury 
in his trade. To this amazingly slight ratio 
of risk such criminal statistics as are avail- 
able bear eloquent testimony. 


Few crimes are committed overtly. To 
hide itself is of the nature of crime, which 
precludes the idea of any records or statis- 
tics of crimes committed. Of course there 
are records of crimes fepurted to the ‘police 
authorities, but these represent only a portion 
of those actually committed. 


* # 
Seereey Nature of the Crime. 


But even the records of réported crimes are 
not accessible to the public. The secretive- 
ness of the metropolitan police in this matter 
has recently been the subject of severe and 
deserved criticism. The public is kept un- 
aware of the percential proportion of arrests 
to the number of reported crimes. 


Following the rumored “crime wave” in 
the early part of last year the grand jury 
of New York county made an extensive in- 
vestigation, and its presentment filed May 17, 
1911, contains some figures from which a 
tough estimate may be formed of the percen- 
tage of arrests for reported crimes in New 
York alone. This presentment shows that in 
the year of 1910 there were 10,288 complaints 
for burglary and attempted burglary, and 


14.091 complaints for larceny. This number, 


however, is exclusive of the complaints made 
at the police station houses, which the grand 
jury found were 711 for the period between 


eee 27 and April 4, 1011 or approxi- 
mately twenty complaints a day, or 7,800 
during the year.

‘Number of Arrests Comparatively Small. 

Adding these 7,300 station house complaints 
to the crimes reported at police headtjiar- 
ters, and to the cases Where arrest’ were male 
without any previous report we find that 


during the year 1910 there Wete 32,67) re- 


ported cases of burglary and Wircéthy, and 
during the same year only 3801 arfést# for 
those offendées, showing that in less than 11 
per cent of reported Gites of burglaby and 
larceny arrests ate Made. When we éxanilbe 
the printed report of the polite commissioner 
of New York county we find a still more 


_ alarming state of affairs as regards the small 


percentage of persons arrested for serious 
offenses that are convicted atid punished. 

The report of the police tomihissinier of 
the city of New York whith covéts the year 
ended December 31, 1910, shows that during 
that year 20,377 persons were arrested within 
the greater city for felony, but the convictions 
for felony during the same year were 6,673. 
During the preceding year there were 24,192 
arrests for felony. with but 5,321 convictions, 
and during the year 1908 there were 25,200 
arrests, with 6,099 convictions. 

On the strength of this showing only one 
but of every four persons arrested for felony 
in the greater city is convicted, whieh does not 
necessarily mean punished, since 10 per cent 
of those convicted escape punishment by ap-

Legend says he did not respond to this fee)- 
ing of love and that she was so heartbroken 
by his indifferenee that she threw herself 
from the Leucadiag promontory into the sea. 


She had two pupils who also dedicated their 


genius to the goddess of love—Venus. The 
one was Erinna, who wrote a long, beautiful 
poem called “The Spindle That Has Been 
Lost.” s 

Butenone of her pupils, either men or wom- 
en, of whom she had many, ever reached her 
height. — 

She sang in the childhood of the world, 
when people felt more than they thought, 
when love was a sensation, a joy, a passion, 
not a sentiment. If she did not spiritualize 
here theme, she purified it of the coarseness 
which made the love songs of men before her 
unfit for a delicate ear. She took love from 
the exclusive domain of the senses and gave it 
a soul. 

Long before love poems were written they 
were sung by people of all countries, and no- 
where were they sung with more enthusiasm: 
than among the early troubadours of France. 
The amatory poetry of Provence bad the 
same. source with the national poetry of 
Spain, both being derived from Arabia. Most 
of the original folk poems have been lost and 
only their spirit eurvives, but enough has been 
left to show how romantic they were. -Some- 
times these singerg were bards and minstrels, 
who wandered from town to town. Again 
they were princes end even kings. 

_ & 
Blanche of Castile Their Inspiration. 

Among the mest famous of these singere 


were William, Gount of Poitou; Richard I., 


two kings of Arragon, and the dauphin 
of Auvergne. Though they sang of many 
fair women, they were most devoted to 
Blanche of Castile, the mother of Louis IX. 
Thibault, one of their number, ‘wrote one of 
the finest and most romantic songs about her. 

Princesses and ladies of rank entered this 
list of poets and often vanquished the trouba- 
dours of the other sex. They were rewarded 
by their husbands or their lovers with rich 
dresses, horses, armor, and gold. Among the 
most famous of the women songsters was the 
Countess of Champagne, who presided at one 
of the courts of love. Then there was Béa- 


triee, Countess of Provence; Clara d’Andtse, 


one of whose songs is translated by Sis- 
mondi; and one 6f the most successful was 
the Countess de Die. Rudel was one of the 


most popular migstrels, and he wrote many 


songs to her, one of the most popular being 
the following: 


and wife of Talleyrand de Perigord, as his 
next ideal. : 

He sang of her with so much fire and zeal 
that soon gossip began to wag its tongue. 

Later King Henry had this poet besieged 
in his castle, he was taken a prisoner, and 
would have been executed when he reminded 
the king of his former friendship for his son. 
This moved the king, who spared his life and 
gave him back his castle. 

Another of the most romantic of these 
singers was Pierre Vidal, whose brain was 
turned with love and vanity. He believed 
ehimself to be the mirror of knighthood and 
*the prince of the troubadours. ‘He had great 
talent and his songs were not surpassed by 
any of the singers of his day. He sang 
about many of the most beautiful women of 
court, and when he had exhausted’ these 
themes he followed Richard the First on a 
crusade and devoted kis talent to this cause. 

Later these singers were not welcome at 
ecourt, so they deteriorated into wandering 
minstrels and jugglers. 

The same love songs were being composed: 
in Germany by the minnesingers, who wan- 
dered from place to place and court to court 
singing their songs. One of the loveliest is 
attributed to the talented minnesinger Der 
Von Kurenberg. Modernizéd it runs:

Hildbold Writes Many Sonnets. 


Ofie of the most popular and romantic +f 
these singers was Hildbold von Schwangau. 
A few of his many love poems dedicated to 
women’s beauty and charms remain. These 
are the last lines of one: 


May I yet live her graciousness to see. 

‘Tis strange I never felt so sorely tried 
When I on four belike my service set. 

Now I lieve only one and none beside, 

And for that one my grief is greater yet 
Than e’er because of love it was of yore, 
All that was sport and pastime, nothing more. 
Now I know love; I knew it not before, 


The best known of all these singers was 
Walther von der Vogelweide, who lived in 
the thirteenth century and spent many years 
at court dedicating his talent to love and fair 
women. Finally he tired of his minstrel lays 
and went off with his king on 8 crusade. 
Before leaving he wrote this love song: 

In this short life of ours, false coin 


Is often struck in Love's .design. 
Yet if a man knows what its real stamp is, 


that’ were sung for many centuries before 


they were written. The most wonderful of ¥ 


these are “The Ring,” which includes the 


Rheingold, Sigfried, Tannhfuser, and the 


Dusk. of the Gods. One of the most beaut? 


‘fal in the original in Tannhauser's love song. 
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love; they had their minstrels ahd ‘their trou- 
badours. But these soon gave Way. to their 
great love poets and among this number were 


Dante, Petrarch, and: Galvacanti. 


There have been few poets who have ever 
sung a song of impassioned praise so ro- 
mantically as did Petratch to his sweetheart 
Laura. He describes her in the following 
words: : 


And whether coldness, pride, or virtue dignity 

A woman, 90 she is good, what does it signify. 

In his sonnets he gays that she was in 
person a fair Madonnég-like beauty, with soft, 
dark eyes, and a pfofusioh of pale, golden 
hair, parted on her brow uud falling in rich 
eurls over her neck. In his different poems 
he describes each featuse, such as the celes- 
tial grace of her figuf® and her movements, 
the beauty of her hand, and the loveliness 
of her mouth. 

He notices even the varying expression of 
ber loveliness, such as the lighting of her 
smile, the tender magic of her voice which 
was felt in the inmost heart. He says that 
she had a habit of veiling her eyes with her 
hand, and her looks were generally bent on 
the earth. 

In another sonnet he sings, I Mess the 
place, the time, the hour when I présame.J 
to lift my eyes upon her. I say, O my soul, 
thankful shouldst thou be that hadst been 
deemed worthy of such high honor, for from 
her spring those gentle thoughts which shall 
lead thee to aspire to the highest geod and 
to disdain all that the vulgar mind desires.”

Petrarch a Constant Lover. 


Who was this Laura to whom thia great 
genius had dedicated his talent and life? 
He tells us in one of his sonnets thet he 
first met her in the Church of St. Claire. 
She was habited in a robe of green, spotted 
with violets. Mention is also thade of a 
coronal: of silver with which she wreathe! 
ber hair, of her necklace and ornaments of 
pearl, Her father was a noble of Avignon, 
Audibert de Noyes. He was proud of his 
daughter's charms ahd beauty and he had her 
married when she was 18, But it was 
Petrarch who was her real lover atid spent 
his genitis singing of it. 

Since I spoke to you abont Danfe’s mag- 
nificent and high love for Beatrice in another 
story I must pass by their romance in this 
and the beautiful words of praise Dante 
speake for her in his Divine Comedy and his 
Vita Nuova. But I do want to quote one of 
his love songs because there are few so beau; 
tiful in all Hterature. 

“ Ascended is our Beatrice to the highest 
heaven, to those réalms where angels dwell, 
and you her fair companions and Love and 
me, she has left, alas! behind. It Was not 
the frost of winter that chilled Wer, nor was 
it the heat of summer that withered her; it 
was the power of her virtue, her humility, 
and her truth that ascending into heaven 


‘moved the Eterna] Father to eal! her to him- 


self, seeing that this miserable life was not 
worthy of anything so tai, so excellent.”

Serious Proposition for Women. 

Those are the-wards in which suffrage polled 
a heavy vote. It will be a long time before 
the subject is up for another such expression 
of opinion, but if pending activities material- 
ize and continue polling places in the First 
and in the Stockyards wards will be just as 
much of a social occassion as were the lake 
shore stations last week. 


The women of Illinois have a more serious 


proposition on their hands than even con- 
fronted the women of California. 

The latter has a far greater population 

lying outside of its largest city. than is dis- 
tributed over Illinois. It will be a doubtful 
proposition to get suffrage for this state with 
Chicago going so heavily against it. If cor- 
ruption can never be won ignorance and prej- 
udice will have to be overcome, man by man, 
or Illinois will never win. 
Popular opinion had it that suffrage had 
all but won throughout the United States, 
with all of the legislatures suddenly passing 
suffrage bills and with the poiseful state of 
California accepting it Many of the women 
have felt that their arduous work was done 
and all that remained to be accomplished 
was more or less in the nature uf technicali- 
tles.

Defeat Teaches Great Lesson. 

Numbers have said, “ Suffrage is surely 
coming. I am going to work for something 
else and let it pursue its own victorious 
course,” Some people have said that the 
preferential vote coming at this time was 
not a good thing; thet it was unwise to 
present a record of defeat to five states that 
are presently going to vote on the question; 
that it was poor judgment to disclose the 
fact that suffrage is not as popularly ac- 
cepted as was supposed. 

Possibly, but there is the virtue to it that 
the defeat so far from discouraging the 
women, has already dogged many of them 
to an activity which was growing sluggish 
and has reminded all that the battle for the 
vote for women is one that will have to be 
| fought Inch by inch.

Man has heretofore 
maintained the prestige irherited from his 
forefathers of dispensing a fund for his 
household commensurate to the demands of 
his family and sustaining « political opinion 
with far less thought than he would give to 
the simplest of his business problems. While 
his wife, who.is the real business head of a 
household and who rler alone during the 
early and most important years of her chi- 
dren's lives, has no political opinions and no 
voice in the affairs of the nation whose fu- 
ture citizens she is rearing.

Possibly 
most of them have heard her as Blangäne in 
“Tristan und Isolde In thie role the com- 
parative appeal of the visible and invisible

When he talks of illuminated 
fountains, moving cloud effects, trees, flam- 
ing altars, and other distracting objects he 
admita that he is not sufficiently responsive 
to music to center his attention upon it alone, 
and therefore finds himself in that amusing 
dilemma which results from self-contradic- 
tion. The concert hall should be decorated 
in some neutral color and moderately lit, but 
there should be nothing to occupy the eye 
that would withdraw the attention of the 
listener from the personality of the inter- 
preter. : 

As would be expected from the quiet and 
contemplative nature of a sculptor, Mr, 
French finds applause an offensive noise in- 
etead of a spontaneous response to the mes- 
sage of the music, the certain measure of 
its appeal. This, too, he would place under 
some rather loosely defined restrictions. 
Further, his letter is a revelation of the re- 
sponse which a nature attuned to visual man- 
ifestations of the beautiful makes to those 
far more direct reflexes of emotion and sen- 
sibility accomplished by sound.

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OU ALL know the retail 
druggist, who has worked

Here is the nugget of truth: Adver- 
tising costs the advertiser nothing; it 
pays for itself and yields a profit besides. 
Once a retail merchant masters this great 
axiom, he has turned his face toward 
fortune. 

What is advertising? Any school boy 
will tell you that the word means a 
turning toward. Therefore, the first 
essential is that the announcement shall 
be of a character to cause the public to 
turn toward the retailer’s store.

Then, 
in a distant neighborhood of Chicago, I 
stumbled by chance upon a market. It 
seemed to be a strangely familiar place. 
There were the same strenuous, good-na- 
tured, sloppy clerks; the same rough, 
startling posters in the windows. Could 


this be the Star Market I had once 
known? I made inquiries, and was soon 


informed thdt there were now some fif- 
teen or twenty Star Markets. Further 
investigation revealed the fact that my 
retailer not only had the city covered 
with his establishments, but had also 
founded a large wholesale house which 
supplied his chain of stores. Altogether, 
he was doing a business greatly in excess 
of one million dollars a year, and fully 
deserved a substantial credit rating. 

As this artic'e is intended only for the 
small storekeeper, I shall leave the ab- 
stract and try to set forth certain sign 
posts. 

First, a general caution on the use of 
the word save.“ Remember that when 
you spend $10 for advertising, instead of 
$20, ‘you don’t save, any more than when 
you buy one loaf of bread for five cents, 
instead of two loaves of bread for ten 
cents. And when you stop your advertis- 
ing for a month, you don’t ‘‘save’’; you 
simply stop rowing the boat. 

Begin, then, with a regular system. 
Bring advertising from its present posi- 
tion at the extreme rear of your duties 
to the van. Do it boldly; no half-way 
measures. Take half of Monday to get 
the advertising for the week ready. Don’t 
appear behind your counter yourself un- 
til after lunch on that day. Five hours 
hard work on your advertising for the 
week will soon make such a change in 
your business that you will open your 
eyes in amazement. 

Consider your Advertising Department 
a sort of laboratory until you find some- 
thing that seems to work; then, hold fast 
to that while you blunder and stumble 
along toward another success. 

Let us say that you are a stationer 
and newsdealer, that your store is barely 
paying expenses, and that you have no 
capital to invest in advertising, or more 
stock. All retailers problems are alike 
at bottom; the differenee is only on the 
surface. And what follows is only one 
of fifty ways. 

The first Monday morning comes. You 
have arranged to have some member of 
the family run the store; you yourself 
are free. First, go across the street and 
look at your store. Really examine it; 
but observe it rather as a eustomer than 
as the owner. What do you see in your 
show windows? and what don’t you see 
that should be there? After a while go 
over to the most suceessful retail store 
in your neighborhood and spend an hour 
sizing up that place, inside and outside. 
Make a note of suggestive items on a slip 
of paper. Then, shop in your own store. 
Finally, bring into being the simple im- 


provements in which you now realize you 
have been deficient.

So, reach out boldly into the great world 


and take hold of the hands that are 
stretched out to help you (for purely self- 
ish reasons, perhaps, but that 
not), First decide on what vou could un- 
doubtedly sell, if you were handling it in 
the right way. Suppose we say — since 
you sell tohbaeco—-a safety razor. 

Write, then, briefly to six manufae- 
turers (the same letter to each) some- 
what as follows: 

“I am about to mail circulars to 500 
gentlemen who buy tobacco from me. 
Would you be willing to send me, free of 
cost, 500 circulars, or booklets, of vour 
razor, with my name on said circulars? I 
Suarantee personally that each circular 
will reach a good customer of mine within 
one week after you send it to me. Also, 
would you be willing to lend me a special 
window display of your razors? I could 


displa y fifty sets with neat cardboard 
signs, and I feel sure that many sales 
would result.” 


If even one manufaeturer accepts your 
invitation, you have quite a contract on 
your hands. Go through with it. 

Monday comes again. This time, you 
write to six enterprising makers of choco- 
late candies. Again, one firm accepts 
your proposal, Another Monday, you try 
cameras, or dolls, ete. 

Soon, the results of your Mondays’ 
work will make another assistant abso- 
lutely necessary. But a little real busi- 
ness is developing — enough, perhaps, to 
cover the expense. After a while, sim- 
plicity may be served by getting electro- 
type cuts of new articles and using them 
in a circular of your own devising. A 
clerk may eventually be hired to attend 
solely to advertising; but once the re- 
tailer has gotten this far, he will not 
need suggestions from outsiders like 
myself. 

In a short paper, one can hope only to 
indicate the general principle. But my 
message to you, Small Merchant — who- 
ever you are, and whatever your line may 
be — is that, if you lay hold of advertis- 
ing, the great modern force, a stream of 
gold can be directed into your coffers, 
and you may yet travel far upon the 
road to retail suecess.

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WHAT WAS SHAKSPERES 


N OUR comfortable American theaters 
we see Shakspere’s plays represented 
with appropriate Scenery, with appro- 
priate costumes and with all the scenie 
accessories whieh ingenuity and taste 
may suggest. These accompaniments 

seem to us only what are fit and proper; but if 
Shakspere could return to earth to spend an even- 
ing in one of our playhouses when Hamlet“ or 
“Romeo and Juliet” was being performed, he 
would be greatly astonisht.* He would behold a 
performance as unlike as possible to the per- 
formances he was accustomed to. He might pos- 
sibly prefer our modern way of doing things in 
the theater, or he might very possibly preter the 
way things were done in the playhouses of his own 
time. We can measure his surprize at our latter- 
day performances only by trying to call up a clear 
vision of the original performances of his plays 
in the Elizabethan theater. What was that like? 
How did that sixteenth century playhouse differ 
from our twentieth century playhouse? 

The first thing we need to fix in our mind is 
that there were companies of actors long before 
there were any theaters, and that the theaters were 
built to accommodate these strolling companies aud 
to supply them with the same sort of accommoda- 
tion they were used to while they were wandering 
about England. They were in the habit of acting 
wherever they could, in the baronial hall or in the 
town-hall, on the village green or in the court 
yard of the city inn. The English inn was then 
often a hollow square with galleries running 
around inside; and of all the places where the 
strolling actors performed, the inn-yard was the 
most convenient for their purpose. They set up 
their rude platform at the back, and hung a cur- 
{ain or two from the edge of the gallery above, 
The commoner sort of spectators stood all around 

The author's spelling has been followed throughout this 
article. both in the case of Shakspere's name and in the simplified 
spellings that Professor Matthews, in common with many other 
scholars, habitually uses. 
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this platform in the open air; while any ladies and 
gentlemen who might be tempted to see the per- 
formance took rooms in the inn, and sat tt on 
the galleries whieh lookt down on the yard. As 
London had the largest floating population and the 
most commodious inn-yards, the strolling actors 
naturally preferred to appear in the capital as 
often, as possible. But these performances at- 
tracted the leas. desirable elements of the city 
population; and the city magistrates were then 
turning to Puritanism, which led them to dislike 
the stage-plays. In time, the magistrates made 
the situation so uncomfortable for the actors that 
they. determined to set up playhouses for them- 
selves, outside the city-lhmits, but still close enough 
to the center of population to be able to draw 
full houses, 

When James Burbage built the first theater in 
1576, he had no model. He knew pothing about 
the theaters of Greece and Rome, and even if he 
had, they would have given him no guidance. What 
he wanted was to have a place as commodious for 
the performance of plays as the inn-yard which 
he was abandoning; and the playhouse which he 
put up may be deseribed as an inn-yard — without 
the inn itself. He may have been influenced also, 
more or less, by the rings for bull-baiting and bear- 
baiting — circular wooden amphitheaters with an 
open arena. The later Fortune Theater was at first 
square, eighty feet wide and eighty feet long. But 
the most of the earlier playhouses were circular 
One or two galleries ran around the 
walls, to supply boxes for the more fastidious 
playgoers. The stage was a large platform jutting 
out into the middle of the open yard, in which most 
of the spectators stood. 

In the Fortune, this stage was forty-three feet 
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square, aud it therefore occupied more than oa 
quarter of the area of the yard. It was crost at 
the back by a gallery, and from the edge of 
vallery there hung tapestries, which sereened off the 
rear part of the stage, and which could be 

or loopt up to diselose an inner room. Apparently, 
there were also two doors, one at the right 
the other at the left. The gallery immediately ove 
the Stage was made to serve as a baleony, or as 
upper windows of a house, whenever these 

be called for by the action of: the play. This part 
of the gallery may have been let as a box, 

it was not actually required. There was a Wap 
door in the floor of the stage, to serve as a grave 
or a well, or to permit the rising of a ghost. Two 
columns on the stage supported a roof (called the 
“shadow” or the “heavens’), which sheltered the 
actors from the weather. The galleries were 
thateht, or tiled; but the yard was open te the 
sky. In one of the later playhouses, that e 

in the Bear Garden, the stage was on tressels; 80 
that it could be taken away, when the building 
was to serve for bull-baiting or bear-baiting. To 
us, nowadays, such a use seems a strange degrad® 
tion for a temple of the drama; but we may ™ 
mind ourselves that the theater of Dionysius m 
Athens was also the scene of the annual. cock-l? 
It is evident that the Elizabethan playhouse dit. 
fered widely from our comfortable modern theater. 
It had no roof, and the majority of the spectator 
had no seats. It had no artificial light, and 0 
eurtain to, separate the players from the play. 
goers. Indeed, the gallauts and men about tow 
sat on the stage itself, on the right and left sides © 
the platform, ‘leaving an open space in the center 
for the actors; and a similar custom survived N 
the French theaters even a century later. Above 
all, the stage had no scenery, altho it had elaboraté 
properties of all kinds. Here again, it follow. 
the tradition of the medieval mystery. In the later 
middle ages, the stations (called pageants in DE 
land and mansions in France) were sometimes pre- 
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vided with small buildings or parts of buildings; 


a portieo, for instance, serving to indicate a church 


or a temple. These summary representations of 
a special place were not the flimsy framework of 
a scene-painter, for the art of scene-painting did 
not come into existence until well on in the 
~Renascence; they were the solid work of the house- 
carpenter, adorned with appropriate colors by the 
house-painter. Nothing as substantial or as pre- 
tentious as this was possible to the strolling com- 
panies, acting in the inn-yards; and their eager 
and tolerant audiences did not expect it. When 
these strolling companies settled down in play- 
houses of their own, neither the players nor the 
playgoers foresaw the possibility of such scenery 
as we demand today; and as they knew nothing 
of any such thing, they felt no need of it. 

While the actors never thought of supplying a 
background of fixt scenery, they took pleasure in 
amusing the spectators with portable properties of 
| kinds; and here again they were in accord 
with the medieval tradition. They were ready 
enough to bring upon the, stage any piece of, 
furniture which might arrest the attention of the 
spectators; not merely chairs and thrones, but ob- 
jects of a far more complicated construction. In 


the “Spanish Tragedy,” they made use of an arbor 


with the body of a murdered man swinging in it. 
In the “Faithful Shepherdess,” they put a well- 
head over the trap-door, so that the Sullen Shep- 
herd could let Amaryllis down into the well. In 
the “Broken Heart” they had to provide a chair 
“with an engine’—that is to say, a chair fitted 
with a spring so that iron clamps might suddenly 
seize the man who sat in it. In one play an apple 
tree was planted on the stage, and in another a 
tent was pitched. A bed was sometimes thrust 
forward from behind the hanging tapestries; or 


these curtains might be parted to disclose a table 


Set for a banquet, or to reveal Friar Bacon seated 


in his cell and surrounded by his magical apparatus. 


In a list of the properties possesst by one company 
in 1598, we find even “1 Mouth of Hell,” than 
which there could be no better proof of the intimate 
relation between the Elizabethan drama and the 
drama of the middle ages, in which Hell-Mouth — 
represented by the yawning jaws of a fiery 
dragon — played a most prominent part. 
Inadequate as this primitive playhouse may seem 
to us moderns, it was perfectly satisfactory to the 
main body of Elizabethan playgoers. It was better 
than what they had been used to in the makeshift per- 
formanees of the inn-yards. It was better than 
any theater in any other capital of Europe, open 
to the spectators who could pay their way in. It 
had distinct advantages over any theater of the 
same period in Madrid, when the Spanish stage 
was as prolific as the English and when it was il- 
lumined by the genius of Lope de Vega and 
Calderon. Not only were there more theaters in 
London than in any other city, but these theaters 
were held to be better fitted for their special pur- 
pose, and also handsomer. This is the testimony 
of English travelers abroad, and of foreign visitors 
to Great Britain during the reign of Elizabeth. 
It was for this theater — with 
its bare platform cluttered 
along its sidec with seated 
Spectators, with no curtain and 
no scenery, with its two doors 
and its gallery above, with its 
pendant arras at the back — 
that Shakspere composed his 
plays. He knew no other; and 
to the conditions of this 
theater all his histories, all his 
es and all his comedies 
Were adjusted. Like the play- 
Wrights of every other period, 
he made his profit out of the 
playhouse as he found it, never 
Protesting against its limita- 
tions — turning to ad- 
its possibilities. He 
Sceepted without hesitation the 
-fadifions establisht by his im- 
predecessors; he walkt 
path they had trodden 


do what they had done, 
if he strove also to do it 
He never sought for 
originality of presenta- 
ng rather to give the 
rs who were in the 
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habit of attending the theater the kind of play 
they were in the habit of enjoying there. What- 
ever these playgoers relisht, that Shakspere was 
ready always to provide, even if he ventured in 
time to give them also, and in addition, what they 
could not so easily apprehend and appreciate. . 
The popular playwrights whom Shakspere imi- 
tated and emulated did not take the Aristotelian 
view that a play ought to present an action of a 
certain magnitude with an obvious unity of plot 
and with a beginning, a middle and an end. They 
were too medieval to accept 
these classic limitations. They 
did not seek to deal with what 
Stevenson called the great 
passionate crisis of existence 
“when duty and inelination 
come nobly to the grapple,” the 
culminating moments of an ir- 
resistible struggle between ir- 
reconcilable desires. What they 
‘felt themselves called to set on 
the stage was the whole of their 
hero’s career, with little se- 
lection or suppression, just as 
the whole of the gospel-story 
had been represented in the 
mystery. Indeed, these early 
Elizabethan playwrights had 
almost the same purpose as the 
devout devisers of the first 
passion-play — they desired to 
show in dialog and in action an 
interesting story, mainly for 
the benefit of those who could 
not read and who wanted to 
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play is resumed he tells Alonzo that the steps to the 
casement are narrow and that they had best take off 
their swords. So they hang up their weapons; 
and then as the stage-direction declares, they 
“Ex[eunt] at one door and enter at the other,” thus 
indicating to the spectators that the stage was 
now supposed to be the casemate; and there De 
Flores, seizing the rapier he had concealed, kills 
Alonzo with it. In Greene’s “George a Greene” 6 
change of locality was apparently indicated by an 
even simpler method — by the actors taking a fev 
steps together. The Shoemaker 
says: “Come, sir, will you gc 
to the town’s end now, sir?’ 
and Jenkin answers: “Ay, sir. 
come.” It is evident that they 
then pace the stage, for Jenkin 
goes on: “Now we are at the 
town’s end. What say yov 
now?” But specific indications 
of locality like these were in- 
frequent. They were rarely 
felt to be necessary, or even 
useful. The spectators were 
ready to accept the stage as 8 
neutral ground, where any- 
body might meet anybody else. 
Author and audience alike were 
interested in what the char- 
acters did and said and were, 
and not at all in where they 
were supposed to be. 

To Sir Philip Sidney this 
was shocking; for he was 
familiar with the dramas of the 
Greeks and Romans, wherein 
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have the entire tale told to 
them just as it happened. 
These eager playgoers had a 
patience as immense as their curiosity was insatiable. 

As the mystery had been loose in its construction, 
or, at least, without any conscious unity of theme, 
so the popular play in London when Shakspere 
came up from Stratford was a haphazard sequence 
of casual episodes, some of them irrelevant and some 
incongruous. As the mystery had amused its ad- 
mirers by the commingling of comic and serious 
scenes, so also the Elizabethan play unhesitatingly 
past from high-pitched pathos to broad and robust 
fun. As the mystery had been set off with all the 
spectacular effects possible in the middle ages, the 
dramatized narrative exhibited on the Elizabethan 
stage was accompanied by all the spectacular effects 
possible in the Elizabethan theater; and the play- 
wright lost no opportunity to gladden the eyes of 
the men and boys, who stood restless in the yard, 


with processions and battles, and to delight their 


ears with songs and trumpets, bells and cannon. 
As the characters of the medieval drama met 
and talkt on a neutral ground, which might be any- 
where, going to and from the stations only when 
there was advantage in suggesting a special place; 
so the characters in the Elizabethan drama played 
their parts on a neutral ground, the bare stage 
itself, utilizing the space behind the arras or the 
gallery above only when these remoter places were 
necessary to the conduct of the 
story. Neither author nor 
spectator made any effort to 
localize the spot where two im- 
portant characters came to- 
gether to discuss their private 
plans, unless the circumstances 
of the plot required that this 
spot should be _ proclaimed. 
When the special place had to 
be indicated, this was done in 
the dialog itself, and the au- 
dience was quick to take the 
hint. When no such necessity 
existed, the characters did hot 
indieate it; and it was not indi- 
eated by any placard or by any 
scenic device. 

The seene might be any- 
where; and without warning it 
might become somewhere else. 
When it was necessary to the 
plot that the spectators should 
be notified of a change of place, 
the playwright did this frankly. 
In Middleton’s “Changeling,” 
for example, De Flores comes 
out during an intermission and 
hangs a rapier behind one of 
the doors; and then when the

there is little or no change of 
scene. Now you shall have 
three ladies walk in to gather 
flowers, and then we must believe the stage to be 6 
garden ;” so Sidney complained. “By and by we 
hear news of a shapwreck in the same place, then 
we are to blame if we accept it not for a rock. 
Upon the back of that, out comes a hideous monster 
with fire and smoke, and then the miserable be 
holders are bound to take it for a cave.” But the 
beholders were not miserable; so long as they beheld 
the hero saved from the wreck and victorious ir 
his combat with the dragon, they were perfectly 
happy. And so long as he could thus make ther 
happy, the playwright did not think of modifying 
his methods, abhorrent as they might be to Sidney 
and strange as they may seem to us. Shakspere was 
an Elizabethan playwright, and these were his 
methods also; altho they are disguised from us i 
most of the modern editions, in which the con. 
tinuous narrative in action is chopt up into ? 
heterogeny of scenes, most distracting to the atten: 
tion and quite foreign to Shakspere’s intent. 


It is difficult for us to realize the large freedom 
the Elizabethan playwright possest. His practice 
was wholly opposed to that of the modern dramatist, 
who has to adjust his pieees to the conditions of 
the picture-frame stage of today, very different 
from those of the platform stage of Shakspere. 
The dramatist of the twentieth century thinks in 
terms of the theater of the twentieth century; he 
conceives his play as a single compact action, with 
a beginning, a middle and an end; he composes it 
in a series of acts, each of which contains an es- 
sential portion of the plot, and each of which is 
laid in its appropriate place made visible by ap- 
propriate scenery and furniture. He is under 
pressure to make the action of his story clear, 
logical and progressive, and to exclude from it all 
that does not insist upon admission. But Shakspere 
felt no compulsion of this sort. He might com- 
mingle as many separate stories as he chose; and 
he had no need to think where his successive epi- 
sodes were supposed to take place, since he could 
not foresee the modern expectancy of scenery. He 
might call the place where he laid his story Ephesus 
or Athens, Bohemia or Illyria; none the less did 
he lay it not in any of these fabled places, but 
frankly on the stage of the theater, without giv- 
ing a thought to the indication of the locality where 
any episode happened. 

A careful reading of Shakspere’s own text, with 
his own stage-directions, will reveal that this was 
always his practice. In the first act of “Othello,” 
Brabantio enters “above,” that is to cay, he appears 
on the gallery at the back. The modern editions 
identify this as then répresenting a window of 
Brabantio’s house; but to Shakspere it was simply

There are many preparations on the 
market for keeping a razor strop in good 
condition, most of which ‘‘eat up’’ a 
razor through excessive grit, while others 
fail through the contrary fault of kill- 
ing the ‘‘bite’’ of the strop. Nothing 
has proved so satisfactory to me, over a 
long period of years, as simple lather. 
I use the lather left from shaving, apply- 
ing with the shaving brush to both sites 
of the strop, then rubbing in with the bare 
hands, repeating until the strop will take 
no more, and the lather is dry enough to 
rub out in little rolls. Once every month 
or so is sufficiently frequent for this 
treatment. I have used my present strop 
for at least ten years, and in that time 
have never found it necessary to have 
my razor ground or honed.—B. F. J., 
Fresno, Cal. 


Difficulty is often experienced in remov- 
ing a ring that is too small for the finger. 
The finger swells, and if a file is used it 
ruins the ring, besides being painful on 
account of the bruising of the flesh. The 
ring may be removed very easily by means 
of a strong piece of coarse thread. Wax 
one end of the latter, and force it between 
the ring and the finger, the end pointing 
toward the wrist. Now, wind the re- 
mainder of the thread tightly around the 
finger, leaving each strand close to the 
next as it is on the spool. Next, take up 
the end that was forced under the ring, 
and gradually unwind the thread, pulling 
out on it as you wind. The ring will fol- 
low the thread down over the thick por- 
tion of the finger that has been bound in 
by the thread.—M. H. W., Oakland, Cal. 


Many housekeepers dread the long proc- 
ess attendant upon the preparation of 
mincemeat. I avoid much of the trouble 
of cooking and chopping meat, by using 
the commercial mincemeat. To one pack- 
age of this mincemeat I add four chopped 
apples, one-half cup of raisins, one-half 
cup of currants, also chopped; one-half 
cup of sugar, and a little molasses; suet, 
if I happen to have any in the house; left- 
over bits of jelly, syrups from preserves, 
ete. I cook this combination from two 
and a half to three hours. Thus, without 
much trouble, I have something better 
than the commercial mincemeat sold in 
bulk, and something quite as good as that 
which took old-fashioned housewives at 
least two days to prepare.—Mrs. G. N. W., 
Somerville, Mass.

Sealding does not 
hurt the feathers. Put them in a flour 
sack, or pillow ease; pin them on the 
line in the wind; shake them up once 
in a while till dry; and you will have 
nice fliiffy feathers for a eushion.—L. M. 
W., Venice, III. 

Laundries generally iron linen collars 
flat, and as a result a good many people 
have trouble in getting them to set right 
after attaching them to the shirt. This 
diffieulty can, in a large measure, be 
overcome if each collar from the laundry 
is taken at the end, rolled up as tight as 
possible and held in this position for 
a minute or two. This treatment alters 
the shape of the collar, and it will be 
found that the latter conforms to the 
neck more easily and looks muth better. 
Try it, and see.—L. A. S., Pittsburgh, Pa. 

When putting up preserved fruits of 
any kind, it is assumed that every house- 
wife knows the advantage of pouring 
melted paraffine wax over the top of the 
contents to prevent moulding and spoiling. 
If at the same time the housewife will 
rub some of the melted wax on the inside 
thread of the serew-top cover, she will 
avoid the vexation of having the cover 
stubbornly refuse to budge when she tries 
to open the jar Jater on. Before opening 
a jar simply invert it in a basin of hot 
water until the wax softens.— M. J. F., 
Cambridge, Mass. 


Unvarying results may be had with 
soft boiled eggs, without the trouble (and 
uncertainty) of timing them, or the ne- 
cessity of hurry in serving. Place the 
eggs in a vessel — tin or granite-ware 
being best — that ean be covered. Do 
not put the vessel on the range. Pour 
sufficient boiling water over the eggs 
just to cover them; then, place the cover 
on the vessel and let it stand till ready 
to serve. The eggs will never harden to 
more than a creamy consistency.—R. B., 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 

When you write a letter requiring a 
number of carbon copies, if you will put 
each sheet of carbon about an inch from 
the top of your paper you will be able to 
pull all the carbons out later on, from the 
bottom, and save the time usually wasted 
in separating carbons and copies. is is 
such a little thing and seems too simple;

Once a week, give ferns a Turkish bath. 
Put them in the bathroom, and shut the 
windows and doors to exclude every par- 
ticle of air.

The 
room should be gradually cooled before 
the plants are removed to a colder atmos- 
phere. This process does away with the 
laborious work of washing and spraying 
the leaves, and is much more satisfactory.
